THE STOLEN PEARLS. , 


SOME NEW FACTS IN THE CELEBRATED CASE 
COMING TO LIGHT. 

LONDON, Feb. 13.—It seems inevitable now 
that when Mrs. Osborne comes upfor her 
final érial interesting details which hitherto 
have been kept secret must come out. Lon- 
Gon is surfeited with more or less accurate 
gossip about this mysterious case of .the 
stolen Hargreave pearis, but one statement 
seems to be generally eccepted as accurate. 

Mrs. Osborne wanted money to satisfy the 
extortionate claims ofa man with whom she 
bad a‘liafson and who persistently black 
mailed her for five years. 

This man, from ail reliable accounts, was a 
vulgar fellow, whose associations with Mrs. 
Osborne were of the same order as Victoria 
Morosini’s with Coachman Schilling, in 
Yonkers, some yearsago. Every effort has 
been made to suppress this phase of the 
story, but from all appearances it must 
eventually come out. 

The scene in court yesterday when Mrs. 
Osborne was committed for trial was very 
affecting. Mrs. Osborne was dressed in deep 
black, and appeared quite broken down. The 
moment she entered the court she hid her 
facein her handkerchief, which she never 
removed, but her convulsive sobs were often 
beard. Capt. Osborne supported his wife 
and stood beside her holding her hand. Maj. 
and Mrs. Hargreave were in court. It would 
be dificult to say which was the most af- 
fected. 

When Mrs. Hargreave was called to give 
evidence against her old friend, on stepping 
up to the witness-box, she thrust her hand 
through the fron grating and gave Mrs. 
Osborne’s arma sympathetic Clasp. it was 
the action of a moment, but it was noted by 
ail in court, By-and-by a giass of water 
from which Mrs, Osborne sipped was 
piaced by a police officer out 
ofherreach. Mrs. Hargreave noticing her 
plight pushed it gently tothe prisoner’s side. 
It has transpired that the bank-note which 
led to the discovery was paid through 
Messrs. Maple for household linen. Mrs. Os- 
borne did use some of the money raised from 
the jewels to pay personal debts, but most of 
it Was paid out as blackmall.

It is probable that the Duke 
of Edinburgh wiil lead the violins on this oc- 
casion. The Prince of Wales will not, how- 
ever, attend public concerts or theater per- 
formances for some time to come. The Queen 
will renew her subscription “for the royal 
box at the opera, but otber members of the 
royal family will occupy the box during the 
spring season. 

Mr. and Mrs. Henschel’s Wagner Ooncert 
and Sir Charles Haile’s Sixth Orchestral Con- 
cert have been well attended, showing that 
the panic caused by the widespread prev- 
alence of influenga is passing away. One 
curious result of the epidemic has been that 
the stalls atthe concerts were not filled with 
ladies and gentiemen in conventional even- 
ing dress. The fear of contracting the 
disease led to the retaining of ordinary 
morning garments.

BERLIN, Feb. 13.—It ts Mtimated that the 
Kaiser’s visit to his kitecBen the other day 
was not altogether prompted by curiosity. 
Among the vagaries lodged in the imperial 
mind is an apprehension of poison. The 
Kaiser, it is said by one well acquainted 
with the inner life of the court, thinks 
that there are enemies both in and out of 
Germany, who would like to see him taken 
off, and who would enjoy seeing a child 
wearing the crown. This Idea has been get- 
ting such a hold upom His Majesty’s mina 
that ithas become very afinoying to the Em- 
press and the rest of the family. 

The Kaiser, however much he may talk of 
peace, believes in no relagation in getting 
ready for war, Work on tite additions to the 
fleet is being pushed with great activity and, 
it the Reichstag will cons@at, Germany will 
have a mavy, in the course of a few years, 
able to rank very near to that of France. 
The Kaiser is reported to have said that the 
next war would be conducted on sea as well 
as on land, and that Germany would not be 
driven from the ocean By a power she had 
vanquished in the field. Omthe other hand, 
there is a strong opposition in the Reichstag 
to increased naval appropriations. The 
social Democrats are opposed on 
principle to expenditure in  prepar- 
ing for offensive warfare; but, added to 
these, the representatives of Bavaria and of 
South Germany in general, are jealous of 
Prussia and think that they see in a formid- 
able navy only a weapon for Prussian ug- 
grandizement. Liaving no seaports or ocean 
commerce they are not willing to pay for 
building up the commerce and prestige of 
the north. 

This spirit of particularism is growing and 
is not confined to South Germany. In Meck- 
lenburg-Strelitz and other States there lisa 
deep antagonism to the Bouse of Hohenzol- 


lern, and the Kaiser has been much disturbed 


by the growing familiarity between Kussia 
an -princes. 

The Emperor William bas conferred the 
decoration of the Orderof the Crown upon 
Capt. Simgst, in honor of his having com- 
pleted his one-hundredth successful voyage 
incommand of steamers of the North Ger- 
man Lioyd Co.’s fleet.

ROSSINI QENTENNIAL, 


THE GREAT COMPOGER’S BIRTHDAY TO BE 
CELEBRATED IW EUROPEAN CITIES. 

Lonpon, Feb. 13,.-On the last day of 
February the centenary of the birth 
of Rossini will be celebrated through- 
out Italy and generally on the Con- 
tinent. Acommittegof leading musicians, 
including Marchetti, Terziani, Pinelli and 
Maldura, bas been formed in Rome to carry 
out the arrangements. The Government has 
decided to mark thé occasion by the publica- 
tion of the composer's correspondence. 
Towards this end a ¢pecial commissioner has 
been allowed to search -the archives of the 
Paris opera and the French Minister of Fine 
Arts for any interesting documents, espe- 
clally iffoundto throw any light upon the 
mystery of Rossini’g life, and his thirty-nine 
years’ absolute silenee in composition after 
the completion of ‘‘William Tell.’’ In 
this connection it is worthy of remark that In 
arecently published musical work by an 
English writer, Mr. Weber, organist of the 
German Chapel Royal in London, the ex- 
planation is given that Rossini made a vow 
never again to write a note of music, because 
he despaired of ever attaining the heights of 
musica! perfection reached by Beethoven and 
Mozart. It will be interesting to see whether 
his letters confirm this explanation of the 
problem. At Pesaro, the Maestro’s birth- 
place, the festivities will last a week or more. 
The musical fetes will include performances 
of **William Tell’’ and ‘*L’Amico Fritz,’’ 
historical contests and competitions for local 
and visiting musicians. 

In addition there will be an exhibition of 
the wines of the district and a cattle show. 
The townspeople of Pesaro have resolved to 
purchase the cottage where hossini was born 
and convert it into a museum. 

At Venice, where many of the master’s 
works were first produced, besides operatic 
representations there will be a water car- 
nival. At Turina grand performance of the 
**Stabat Mater’’ is announced. 

Parts willobserve the centenary perform- 
anceof ‘‘William Tell.’” Some disappoint- 
ment is felt that no move has so far been 
made in London to mark the occasion, and it 
is hoped that something may yet be done. 
Even in italy there are, however, signs ofa 
decadence of the pure Italiap school pre- 
sented by Rossint; “haet year the production 
of new works was far below the average, and 
the leading Italian composers, Verdi, Bolto, 
Mascagni and others, are slowly following in 
the footsteps of the advanced school.

CANADIAN EXPORTS. 


THE CRY OF CATTLE CONTAGION RAISED BY 
BRITISH SPECULATORS. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb, 13.~In regard to the 
London dispatch published Thursday in 
reference to alleged agitation in England 
against the importation of live cattle, Mr. H. 
B. Small, acting Depaty of Agriculture, says 
that no official information had been received 
upon the subject. He dia not knowof any 
basis fora renewal of English attacks upon 
Canadian exports, for nothing had occurred 
of late on this side of the Atlantic to 
give rise to such a crusade. The de- 
partment here has no knowledge of 
the existence of disease among Canadian 
cattle, either in British Columbia or in any 
other Province. In faet, the cattle of the 
Dominion were, sofar as the Department 
was aware, in an unusually healthy condl- 
tion. Itmight be that English speculators 
opposed tothe importation of live cattle, 
had taken advantage of the recent schedul- 
ing of Danish cattle, in consequence of an 
outbreak of pleuro-pneumonia’'in AKAlng 
Christian County, to revive the agitation of 
last year, but he could not believe that it 
would have any effect upon Canadian trade. 

There is no doubdtin official circies that if 
any immediate danger to the Canadian live 
stock trade were threatened, the Govern- 
ment would have received some notification.

in. This entrance is strongly guarded by 
soldiers. This is done to cut off all outside 
pressure and influence, and thereby to insure 
an entirely free and independent election. 
The casting of the votes takes place in the 
chapel twice a day, at 6 a.m. and 2p. m. 
Two-thirds of the votes are necessagy tolaw- 
fully elect a Pope. If less votes are 
cast in favor of one person, the 
ets voted are burned in the ftre- 
place of the chapel. Every day at 6 
o*clock in the morning and 2 o’clock In the 
afternoon the people of thecity are watching 
the chapel chimney; if smoke therefrom 
arises, they know that no Pope has been 
elected. As soon asthe necessary number of 
votes unite for one,then, if he is present, be is 
asked whether or not he will accept the Pon- 
tificate. The Pope-elect then kneels, prays 
and decides; ifheis not present, a solemn 
embassy is at once deputed to him. 

The honor of primacy accepted, the new 
Pope changes hisname. He does so to imi- 
tate St. Peter, whose original name, ‘‘S!I- 
mon,’’ was changed into that of ‘‘Peter’’ as 
soonasour Lord elected him head of his 
church, After this the pontiff puts on the 
papal vestments and adorns his 
fingers with the fisherman’s ring. 
The election is then publicly proclaimed 
by one of the Cardinals from the 
loggia of St. Peter’s Church: ‘*I announce to 
you a great joy! we have a Pope inthe per- 
son of His Eminence, Most Reverend Lord 
N. N., who has taken the name of N.’’ Then 
all the bells of the Catholic churches of Rome 
ring, the Swiss guards fire artillery salutes, 
the people shout, St. Peter’s Church tholr 
entones the ‘*Te Deum,’’ and the Pope gives 
the solemn benediction, urbis et orbis.

CUBAN CROPS. 


SUGAR PLANTATIONS SUFFER FROM DISASTROUS 
FIRES—PRICE OF BREAD. 

HAVANA, Cuba, Feb. 13,—The strike among 
the launchmen beingoff, the old mode of 
discharging steamers and salling vessels 
while atanchor inthe harbor has been re- 
sumed, and the landing of large quantities 
of four from the United States and all kinds 
of merchandise from Europe makes 
business in general very lively, 
the long quay being crowded with 
goods to the water’s edge. Our expected 
large crop of a million tons of sugar for 1893 
will be considerably diminished by the fre- 
quent fires all over the sugar districts, which 
are consuming vast tracts of standing cane. 
Many ofthese fires are intentional, started 
by disaffected parties in revenge for alleged 
wrongs and others are set going by sparks 
from a passing engine used in drawing cane 
from distant fields to the boiling works. 

Hundreds of acresin the Matanzas, Clen- 
fugosand Kemiedos districts have been 
burned, The whole sugar-making plant on 
the estate called ‘‘Ponce,’’ near Matanzas, 
was consumed except the boiler-house, last 
week, the fire being causetl bya spark from 
the chimney setting fire to 
the bagasse. The weather continues 
fine and the cane is yielding eight to nine 
degrees. There is some complaint of want 
of hands fom cutting cane, which will be 
remedied by the arrival of colonists con- 
tracted for in Spainand the Canary Islands. 

Our leading baker are carrying on quite an 
elaborate correspondence with several of the 
principal daily papers trying to convince the 
public that they cannot sell bread 
at any lower rice, notwithstanding 
the late reduction of $4 per sack for flour, 
Heretofore they have been very quick to ad- 
vance the priag of bread when flour ad- 
vanced in value and now find it difficult to 
concede anything to the poor customer, 
whose patience under the circumstances is 
wonderful.

THE PROCESSION FORMED. ; 

The General made a short stay at the 
Grosvenor Hotel, adjoining the depot, and 
from thence a procession was formed, 
marching by way of Grosvenor place to Hyde 
Park corner, thence into the park itself. In 
this parade there were fully 5,000 Salvation 
ladsand lasses in itne, the number being 
limited to6,000in order that the procession 
should not encumber the streets for too long 
atime; but there were fully 20,000 other Sal 
bo gran in the throng which witnessed the 
Ss ow, 

The falling-in of the forces in Hyde Park 
presenteda really striking picture. There 
were fourteen battalions of male and female 
Salvationists dressed in their winter regalia 
(plain clothes), relieved by their red-eneir- 
cled caps and red-adorned bonnets. Then 
Staf-Captain Cox and atroopof men frome 
number of heavily laden vans distributed 
heavy poles and banners, which were yaised 
amid cheers and formed one of the gredt 
features of the procession and, to express the 
motto ofthe Salvationists, they converted 
the huge cavalcade into a living epistie to be 
read and known toall men.

APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF 
THE MISSISSIPPI—THE GIBSON BILL. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—After hear- 
ing.f#om engineer officers of the Government 
and delegations appointed tolay the matter 
before Congress the Senate Committee on 
Commerce bas decided to recommend the 
adoption of a most liberal policy for the im.- 
provement ofthe great international water- 

way furnished by the Mississippi! River. 
Various propositions connected with the 

improvement of the river were before the 

committee, butafter a thorough considera- 


tion of the subject it was decided that the 
bill recently introduced by Senator Gibson of 
Loulsiana was Detter adapted to secure 
satisfactory results than any other. 
The feature of this measure ts the division of 
the responsibility for the work of improve- 
ment between the Chief of Engineers and the 
Mississippi River Commiseion. The original 
bill proposed an appropriation of $16,000,000 
to carry out its purposes, but the committee 
reduceud this sum to $15,000,000, and made a 
few changes in other respects to make the 
billconformtothis reduction. As it will be 
reported to the sSenate.the bill makes an ap- 
propriation of $15,000,000 for the improvement 
of the Mississippi River, whereof $10,000,000 
shall be expended under the direction of the 
Secreta War in accordance with 

the Mississippi River

extend ihe levees, dykes and other works on 
the river from the passes to the mouth of the 
Ohio, and for the payment of the salaries 
and expenses Of the commission.

Mr.C. ©. Richards, a lawyer of Ogden, 
spoke of the election laws in the Territory 
and the methods pursued in conducting the 
elections. He said that under the present 
system the Utah Commission is not responsi- 
bie to the people in any way. Mr. Richards 
accused the Dom mission of appointin —- 
sons of doubtful respectability as registers 
and judges of elections which resulted in the 

erpetratton of the boldest frauds. Continu- 
ng, Mr. Richards said: ‘‘The condition of 
affairs is such as might have been expected 
from the hands of strangers. The Oommis- 
sion from the time it fifst came into Utah 
until now has never lost an opportunity to 
deprive the people of their sacred rites, and 
when protest was made they rushed before 
the péople of the country with some hideous 
nightmare to arouse the public prejudice 
against the people of the be sal 

At this point Senator Davis said: ‘‘Do you 
mean by that that Senators Ramsey and 
Paddock have been engaged in that sort of 
work?’’ ‘*We do, most decidedly,’’ said Mr, 
Richards. 

Speaking upon the judicial system he said 
the people looked upon the courts as enemies 
rather thanas friendly arbitrators. He de. 
nied that polygamy existed inthe Territory, 
and thought the people wereas law abiding 
as any in the country. They were entitled to 
local self-government like other States and 
Territories, and ali they asked was a trial. If 
they were found incompetent to govern 
themselves, then Congress could again take 
the matter in hand.

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. CHARITY AND REFORM. 


‘The friends of Gen. BoorH of the Salva- 
tion Army are filled with satisfaction over 
the unqualified success of the philan- 
thropic scheme which he initiated one year 
ago. Inspite of ridicule and abuse the 
General obtained the necessary funds to 
start his enterprise-and the outcome of the 
first year’s work will no doubt induce 
men of wealth to provide the funds neces- 
sary to complete the programme.

Butis it not a mel- 
ancholy pleasure? If the good people who 
rub their hands with delight over the huge 
statistics of the first year’s work will 
analyze their unctuous feeling they will 
fail to find much encouragement. Rather 
will they be appalled at the magnitude of 
the task which Gen. Boots has so bravely 
undertaken. 

The fact is ‘‘scientific philanthropy’’ is 
full of danger. Of course no one will 
deprecate charity, but it is to be feared 
that philanthropy will be turned into one 
of the most effective weapons of plutocracy. 
Men who accumulate millions by means of 
unrighteous privileges appease their con- 
science by giving a few hundreds in char- 
ity. They divert public attention to the 
wrong end of the problem. . Instead of de- 
vising methods to prevent pauperism they 
construct huge systems otf ‘‘scientific 


| philanthropy’’ to relieve it. This policy 
_costs less, satisfies the com8cience and saves 
|privileges. But it does not touch the real 
problem, and ought not to satisfy any in- 
telligent person.

WORLD CONGRESSES. 


During the World’s Fair next year there 
will be numerous international congresses 
called for considering many of the sub- 
jects of most moment to mankind. Scien- 
tific, social and political interests will 
there be discussed, and an attempt made 
to unite the people of all nations in com- 
mon aims. There will be delegates from 
all quarters of the globe representing all 
stages of civilization, but animated bya 
common hope and purpose. The world 
has never seen such a spectacle. Some- 
thing like it was thought of during the 
Londo. exhibition of 1851, but the hopes 
then raised dissolved in a mist of rhetoric 
and sentimentality. Nothing practical 
came of-it, and whatever of worth there 
was in it was soon forgotten. 

But there is reason to think that the 
world has moved forward since 1851. 
What was then a sentimental: yearning is 
now a definite purpose. The first condi- 
tion of success is to know what is wanted 
and then to know how to go about to get it. 
Ideas never realize themselves. They 
wait upon the practical sense which never 
wakes up until it feels the pressure of ne- 
cessity. It appears now that the indi- 
vidual feels that in co-operation better re- 
sults can be secured, and these congresses 
constitute a step in the direction of world- 
wide co-operation in work and thought. 

Of course, not much will be actually 
done, But when men travel thousands of 
milés to shale hands with members of an 
alien race and have a little chat with peo- 
ple they never saw, to swap notions and 
study each other’s methods, it certainly 
means that an attempt will be made to be- 
gintodo. It isa very practical journey 
these people are going to make, and the 
result can not but be useful. The solitary 
wor ker in New York or St. Louis will fee 
stimulated when he thinks that other soli- 
tary workers in London and Berlin and 
Melbourne, who are studying the same 
problems, will meet him in Chicago and 
compare notes with him. Such meetings 
will be of great aid to science and will 
produce more fruitful work. 

But more than this there will come a 
spirit of comradeship between men of dif- 
ferent races. International prejudices, 
the stupidest but most natural of all 
prejudices, will be mitigated if not broken 
down, Influences of this kind are very 
subtle and very far reaching. One step 
more and kindliness will be felt in poli- 
tics. A world assembly of scientists or 
working philanthropists is worth a dozen 
Peace Congresses composed of pulpy 
dreamers, They will not accomplish very 


hopes. In considering his qualifications 
the party ‘will not think of any 
test of his fitness other than his contribu- 
tion to the campaign fund.

Smoke stains can be removed from a cal- 
cined or painted ceiling by washing the spot 
with water in whicha handfulof soda has 
been dissolved, and from paper, by rubbing 
with stale bread. In either case, all dust and 
loose articles should first be wiped off with a 
softcloth. Judgment must be used in regard 
tothe bread. It must be entirely free from 
any moisture, but not hard enough to scratch 
or glaze the paper.

This is proved by the fact that a gale 
from the northeast could never have blown a 
vessel on the Reef of Norman’s Woe, it being 
sheltered in that direction by a large body of 
land. 8. The Spanish Main ig rather an indef- 
inite term. By some it has been applied to 
all the seas bordering on South America, both 
East and West, and by others ‘to the West 
Indies. In this latter sense it was used at the 
time of the famous buccaneers of the Spanish 
Main. The reason that the term was applied 
to the waters of the South Atlantic and South 
Pacific was the grant made by the Pope of all 
these lands to the King of Spain. Many na- 
tions, notably the English, refused to recog- 
nize this right, and the result was that for 
generations war was almost constant on the 
Spanish Main.

**Hoffman’s Catholic Directory’’ for 1892, 
puts the total Catholic population of the 
United States at 8,647,221. This is 67,255 more 
than the figures in the Directory. for 1891 foot 
up. Accordingtothe recent United States 
census, the Catholic population of the coun- 
try in 1890 was 6,2507045, which is 2,397,176 less 
than the Directory’s figures, Baptized per- 
sons below the age of 9years were pot in- 
cluded in the United States census report. 
The compilers of the Directory estimate 
that this*chass constitute about 15 per 
cent. of the enttre population of the 
Catholic Church. The dailfference between 
the figuresinthe directory for 1891, which 
gives the returns for i890, and those given 
in the United States census, is 2,829,921, 
Adopting the estimate of the compfiers of the 
Directory, that those excluded from the cen- 
sus report are 15 percent of the Catholic 
population, 937,506 ought to be added to the 
census figures. This would make the Catho- 
lic population, according to the late census, 
7,187,551, and would decrease the discrepancy 
betweed the census aggregate and that of 
the Directory to 1,392,415. 

In a general summary the Directory says 
that there are 9,062 Catholic priests in the 
United States, 8,042 churches, 3,552 stations, 
(that is, places where mass is celebrated at 
intervais, but which have no pastor), 1,683 
chapels, 223 orphan asylums, with 25,518 
inmates; 54 theological seminaries, with 1,739 
students; 138 colleges, 655 academies, and 
8,406 parochial schools, which are attended 
by 700,753 pupils. ‘

this time in a popular magazine, with all the 
embellishments of rhetorical and pictorial 
art. As popular magazines are not ‘‘run for 
giory,’’ but for money,and as they would 
publish an illustrated biography of Judas 
Iscariot if it were likely to pay, we may ac- 
cept this latest Napoleonic venture as practi- 
cal proof ofa demand for Napoleoniqjitera- 
ture; which fact—considering that there arp 
whole libraries of such literature already— 
proves that the man himself is still an unex- 
hausted object of interest. Without reckon: 
ing all that was written about him before his 
death, inthe seventy years since thatevent 
he has been written down and written up by 
all sorts of writers, and from every conceiv- 
able point of view. 
range of human history has provoked so 
much criticism, good, bad, and indifferent; 
and no man living to-day has, as much bis- 
toric vitality as this dead man, There must 
have been some mighty stuff !n him to last so 
long and still be so strong. 

If the life ana character of Napoleon are so 
well known, his formand features and dress 
are equally familiar. His is the one portrait 
inthe world which is recognized in every 
civilizedor half civilized country in the 
world. Ifit were set up in Central Africa, 
the Arabs would know it if the negroes did 
not, and whether daubed on a signboard or 
painted on a Sevres vase, or cast in bronze, 
or cutin marble or cameo, nobody has to be 
told who itis. I believe Snave seen the most 
of the Napoleonic portraits in existence— 
certainly the best of them; yet no work of 
painter or sculptor has so deeply impressed 
me as this little pen and ink sketch by Victer 
Hugo—than whom, in my opinion, there 
never was a greater word-painter: 

**To sketch here the appearance of Na- 
poleon on horseback, glass in hand, upon the 
heights of Rossomme, at dawn on the 18th of 
June, 1815, would be almost superfluous. 
Before we point him out everybody has seen 
him. This calm profile under the _ little 
chapeau of the school o@ Brienne, this green 
uniform, the white facings concealing the 
stars on his breast, the overcoat concealing 
the epaulettes; the bit of red sash under the 
waistcoat, the leather breeches; the white 
horse with his housings of purple velvet, 

th crowne@ N’s and eagles on the corners; 
the Hessian boots over silk stockings, the 
silver spurs, the Marengo sword—this whole 
form of the last Cesar lives inall imagina- 
tions, applauded by half the world, repro- 
bated by the rest.’’ 

*‘*Away back before the war’’ I was driving 
through the residence portion of Baltimore 
with a friend, Ours was the only vehicie, and 
there was but one other person in sight on 
the quiet street—a short, rather heavily-set 
gentleman walking slowly along ahead of us, 
with his hands behind his back and his head 
slightly bowed.

This 
son of Jerome Bonaparte and Miss Patterson 
bore a stronger resemblance to the Emperor 
than did any of therest ofthe family. The 
likeness was to me Startling, and Ido not 
wonder that when he appeared in a box at 
the opera in Parison a certain occasion, the 
whole house rose and shouted ‘‘Vive Napo- 
leon !’’ 

Many years after the Baltimore incident, 
I was sitting smokingin the vestibule of the 
Hi: tel l’Ecu, in Geneva. <A carriage came to 
the door, a gentleman stepped out, passed 
quickly by me and went up stairs, I had no 
more thana glimpse of his face, but it was 
almost as famillartomeasmyown. ‘‘Who 
is that gentleman?’’ I said to the porter. 
**That is Prince Napoleon.’’ ‘‘I thought as 
much.’’ It was ‘‘Plion-Plon’’ who dled a 
little while ago, the half brother of Patter- 
son-Bonaparte, and, if a legal marriage is 
anything, the illegitimate son of his father. 
He resembled his uncle in face, but in figure 
not nearly somuch as did his haif-brother. 
As for Napoleon ill., he did not look like his 
uncle atall, forthe very good and sufficient 
reason that he did not have a drop of Napo- 
leonic blood in his veins, 


In my school days we were taught that the 
divine faculty called ‘‘reason’’ was the ex- 
clusive property of man, and that the animal 
creation had nothing but ‘‘instinct’’ for their 
guidance; instinct, according tothe diction- 
ary, being ‘‘desire or aversion acting with- 
out the intervention of reason or libera 
tion.’’

A few evenings ago I was calling upona 
family, among whose members was one of 
those ugly pugs which, as it seems to me, 
must be kept as Charlies Il. said his brother 
James took fis mistresses: ‘‘By way of 
penance.’’ But these apoplectic looking 
canines, with stumpy legs, tightly twisted 
tails, and hideous heads and faces, must 
have a deal of sense. This particular pug 
stood before a stove, with his forefeet on the 
lower part of it, and warmed himself as 
naturally as a human would. The cushion 
on which Puggy siept at night was kept 
in a low closet by the fire. Hts mis- 
tress told me that when bedtime 
came he would pull the door of the closet 
open, draw out the cushion, holditin his 
teeth before the stove until sufficiently 
warmed and then lie downon itand go to 
sleep. <A lively case of ‘‘instinct’’ that! 
Here isevena better one: A medical friend 
of mine witha large practice was obliged to 
keep two horses, which he used alternately. 
Somebody gave hima fine English bull-dog, 
which was keptinthe stable and never left 
it except to accompany the horses when they 
were taken to the neighboring river to drink. 
On one occasion he was trotting along beside 
them whenthe driver of a passing express 
wagon cut him over the back with a whip. 
Bull stopped, saw where the blow 
came irom, saw that the man 
who struck him was out of hig 
reach, and running around in front of the 
horse he drove, jumped up and caught the 
poor animal by the nose, gave it a vicious 
shake and then went on about his business, 
If this is not a plain process of reasoning, 
what isit? The dog felt the bDiow, and not 
being able to get at the man, did the next 
best thing by biting the man’shorse. He 
could not have done any Detter had he owned 
two legs instead of four.

Crry or Mexico, Feb. 13.—President Por- 
firio Diaz isa candidate for re-election and 
as there is no opposition it: may be said that 
his election is ured. The opposition is 


noisy, demonstrative, but powerless. There 


is much to be said in their favor 
and equally as much to be said for the pres- 
ent administration. That both sides may be 
presented the SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH cor- 
respondent has taken pains to review the 
whole field of politics in Mexico. Following 
are the cases made by both parties: 
**Diagsisatyrant. His power is ‘absolute. 
He rules the country with an iron hand, dic- 
tates all laws and elections, andhas grown 
rich by virtue of the position he holds. There 
is no freedom in the Republic of Mexico. No 
man dares to criticize his acts or oppose his 
will lest his life should pay the penalty of his

He has invited foreign 
capital to Mexico, received itcordially and 
Gone all in his power to develop the re- 
sources ofthe garden spot of earth. 

**Mines that were for years unworked have 
been reopened and mining is nuw one of 
the greatest factors in the prosperity 
of the republic. What was once a barren 
waste now blooms the year around, for it is 
traversed by railroads and the railroads have 
brought capital into tife country. | 

**President Diaz did this, but to doit he 
had to grant investors iarge concessions, 
and his detractors n raise the cry that 
Doodle works wonders and thatin his every 
movement he has been instigated by a desire 
to ‘feather his own nest.’ 

**The bitterest opponént which Porfirio 
Diaz has in all Mexico is the Catholic Church. 
Ithastriedto thwart his every: movement, 
and has opposed his every effort to enlighten 
a benighted country. When be hada law 
passed making education compulsory, sucha 
wall as went up had never been heard before 


in Mexico. 

**Another act of Diaz, which has gained for 
him the enmity of the clergy, is thathe has 
confiscated all church property and wiil not 
allow a religious body to hold title to lands. 
Exen the buildings in which worship is held 
Delong to the State, andthe church has the 
use of them, but not the disposal. 

‘*Why, then, should not the Clerical party 
be behind the Garza movement? It has 
money, it has friends. It has agents in Eu- 
rope who can put this money into the hands 
of the Revolutionists without President Diaz 
being any. the wiser, and it will not be 
stretching a point any to say such isthe 
case.’’ 

President Diaz thus not only elects himself, 
Dut in this same mannér he'settles who is to 
be Governor of the different ‘States and 
through his subordinates he exercises an in- 
fluence in the appointment of even the small- 
est officeholder in the republic.

New York, Feb. 13.—Inspector Byrnes has 
drawn the meshes of the law about two 
smart young men whoare accused of swind- 
ling the Cosmopolitan Magazine out of nearly 
$4,000 by forgeries. They are brothers, Alfred 
and Edmund F. Gosling, handsome and 
talented French Hebrews, sons of a once 
well-known lawyer in this city, who 
it is said is now in an_  =.insane 
asylum. Altred was arrested in Philadelphia 
and Edmund was apprehended in this city 
yesterday afternoon. Edmunda’s arrest 
clears away the mystery attending the H. 
Jackson who was among the guests of the 
ill-fated Hotel Royalon Sunday morning and 
who was not accounted for. Edmund F., 
Gosling is ‘‘H. Jackson.’’ He registered 
at the hotel last Saturday night, but 
was not ih the house at the time it was 
burned. ZW T. Hugh, the business manager 
of the Cosmopolitan Magazine, informed In- 
spector Byrnes’ men on Wednesday of last 
week that fred Gosling who had beena 
trusted clerk in the office had collected checks 
amounting to $4,000 due the magazine 
for advertisements and subscriptions and 
had fled from the city. He asked 
police aid in capturing him. Gosling had 
charge of the cash aceount in the office of the 
magazineand it was found that during the 
last month he had beensystematically appro- 
priating checks whichcame in. After forg-

When 
Young Gosling’s attention wascalled tothe 
matter he waiked out of theoffice. He was 
traced to Philadelphia, and was arrested at 
the Continental Hotel there, where he reg- 
istered under the name of J. Hibson., In their 
investigations the detectives find that he 
was infatuated with horse racing, and that 
much of bis money had been lost in playing 
the races. For the last few days he had been 
a bookmaker on the Gloucester race track, 
where he also owned one ortwo horses. De- 
tectives tracked Edmond F. Gosling about 
this city to a finely flurnished flat at 
No. 166 East Sixty-seventh street, 
which, with his brother Alfred and 
he had occupied for more than a year. Ed- 
mond left there on Saturday afternoon going 
to the Hotel Royal to stay over night prep- 
aratory to joinining his brother in Phila- 
delphia. He registered there under the 
name H. Jackson and was _ § assigned 
to room 119. About midnight, feelin 
restless and nervous, as he sal 
last night, he arose from bed, and dressing 
himself, ,went out for a walk, leaving his 
deposit on the Seventh National Bank anda 
pocket-book containing $%0under his pillow 
and a satchel by the side of the bed. When he 
returned to the hotel he found it in 
flames. Chuckling over his good fortune he 
wentat once to Philadelphia without at- 
tempting to re-enter the hotel. He returned 
to this city on Thursday and yesterday after- 
noon was sought by Detective Kranch at the 
Morton House. He struggled with Kranch in 
Union Square and the latter was 
tripped in such a way as to 
sprain his right ankle. He kept 
firm hold on his prisoner, however, and took 
him to police liéadquarters. Upon. being 
searched there a passport to Australia, made 
out in the name of ‘‘L. Johnson,’’ was found 
in his pocket, together with $295 in cash and 
the key of room 1190f the Hotel Royal. Alfred 
will be brought here for trial for 
the same offense as soon asarequisition has 
been obtained for Kim. The sumof $671 and 
a bookmaker’s badge were found in his pos- 
session when he was arrested. They had just 
lost $1,600 on a horse race. The mother of the 
young men is said to be a wealthy resi- 
dent of Paris.

VIRGINIANS. 

CLARKSBURG, W. Va., Feb. 13.—A report 
has just reached here from St. George, in 
Tucker County, that two men impersonating 
officers captured two wealthy citizens, 
whom they meant to hold for 
heavy ransoms, but were folled by the 
esoape of one victim while they were out 
after the other. The first man captured was 
Thos. Varney, whom they charged with set- 
ting fire toa mill at Rowlesburg, but refused 
to show any warrant. ‘Bhey bound 
Varney with a rope and took 
him toa shanty about four miles in the moun- 
tains where they tied him tothe floor. . They 
then returned to the village and going tothe 
house of Dr. Harper,knowlng,it is supposed, 
that he was sick, pretended to arrest him for 
the same crime. Harper was too feeble to 
resist. They force him to get up 
and, aféer binding him, took him to their 
mountain prison. Harper’s weak condition 
obliged them to go very slowly and this gave 
Varney time to loosen his bonds and escape. 
When the abductors appeared at the shanty 
and found Varney gone they Were afraid he 
would alarm the authorities and hastily fled, 
leaving mg og still bound, miles away from 
hishome, He finally found his way back to 
town.

against her property. Mrs. Froberts is a 
widow about 50 years old, 8f matronly and 
dignified appearance, very quiet of demeanor 
and the last person in the world that one 
would think of accusing of the crime of theft. 


She has been housekeeper for Mr, Smith in 
his beautiful home at No. 25 West Forty-sev- 
enth street for about three years,: since 
shortly afterthe death of Mrs. Smith. She 
has had the entire confidence of the 
family and was frequently left by. Mr. 
Smith in sole charge of the house and its 
valuable contents, Mrs. Robets, however, 
it is charged, administered her trusts for her 
own personal benefit and the detriment of 
Mr. Smith’s interests. Over what length of 
time the houskeeper’s peculations extended 
is not known, but from the fact that she 
made away with several thousand dollars’ 
worth of goods, mostly small article, it must 
have been of about the same duration as her 
term of service. Then, too, she had amassed 
alittle property,and her account tn the Kings 
County Savings Bank, which was attached 
yesterday, showed a balance of $1,100 to her 
credit. . 

Alimong the effects of the late Mrs. Smith 
was a beautiful set of sable, valued at many 
hundreds of dollars. These had been packed 
away inacedar-lined trunk,to prevent the 
rayages of moths. Recently Mr, Smith’s 
sisters visited him, coming from their home 
in Connecticut. In discussing various mat- 
ters the question of the valuable furs Came 
up, andoneof the ladies inquired ifthey 
were stillin good order. Mr. Smith said he 
supposed they were, and requested that they 
be examined. Mrs, Roberts, be said, would 
give them the keys ofthe trunk. When Mrg. 
Roberts was appealed to she said that 
the keys were in possession of another 
memberofMr. Smith’s familly who was 
abroad. The furs, however, she said, had 
been examined and had been found to in 
goodorder. The ladieS were curious to look 
at some other articles, including some hand- 
some and rare Irish point lace, a valuable 
Roman scarfanda quantity of fine French | 
embroidery. Bya strange coincidence the 
keys of the receptacies containing these 
things were also, aecording to the house- 
keeper, in the possession ofthe absent mem- 
ber ofthe family. The ladies became sus- 
picious and beyvany an inyestigation, 

Mrs. Roberts was called upon to explain. 
Instead of doing so she was taken violently 
ill, or pretended to be, with a toothache. She 
left the house on Feb. 2 to visit the dentist, 
but she never returned. The extent of the 
robbery was soon discovered.

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A Week of Stirring Events in the Specu- 
lative Market. 


EXCITEMENT OVER THE AMALGAMATION 
OF THE ANTHRACITE COMPANIES, 


A Higher Average Price for Coal Probable 
—Effect of the Recent Remarkable Ad- 
vance in Reading Stock-— The Stock 
List Quotations — Condition of the 
Money Market. 


New York, Feb. 18.—The past week has 
been one of stirringevents in the financial 
world. Seldom has the StocK Exchange been 
the scene of such excitement as has pre- 
valled. The details of the great amalgama- 
tion of anthracite companies, which caused 
all the excitement, are well known to 
everybody. They will not be repeated here. 
The matter of greatest interest in connection 
with the affair now is what will be the effect 
on the. Reading company of the acqulsition 
of control of the Lehigh Valley and the New 
Jersey Central. Economies of manage- 
ment there are bound to be. A higher 
average price for coal will probably be an- 


other result. 

For a while the avowed intention of the 
men incontrol of the new combination is 
not to advance prices. It seems probable that 
a better average price will be attained 
through the cessation of the cutting which 
prevails during dull times, and which 
counteracts the higher figures fixed upon by 
the sales agents in their brief periods of good 
behavior. Any mathematical estimate of 
the advantage of the combination to the 
Reading company is purely imagina 
tion. Enterprising speculators have 
already figured out a dividend 
on Reading stock. Reading stock has 
advanced 25 pointsin ten days. Supposing 
that it was selling for all it was worth be- 
fore, this represents a very pretty increase 
inthe value of the property. Should the 
stock go to 75, the figure named for it by the 
insiders, it would repsesent an increase 
of nearly 100 per cent in the value ofthe 
property asaresult of the signing of the 
contracts forthe leases. Itis difficult to be- 
lieve that the Reading Railroad Co. is worth 
twice as much as it was ten days ago. 
But these are sorry gays for 
the dogmatists. The wise man is he who 
knows best his own ignorance. If the in- 
siders intend to put Reading to 75 and hold it 
there undoubtedly they will do so. 

The advantages of the deal to the Lehigh 
Valley and Jersey Central are more apparent 
and incalculable. The advantages to the 
Lackawanna and the other outside coal roads 
ofa combination which will maintain prices 
also seems piain. Probably the amounts of 
the advantages are much less than the in- 
creased valuations of the properties 
as represented by the present price of 
the shares, But that is to be 
expected. Wallstreet valuations reflect in- 
trinsic valuations only vaguely and jerkily. 
One of the surprising features of the most 
surprising episode has been the failure of the 
general market to respond to the 
phenomenal advance in the coal 
stocks. Except for a few specialties, 
the list is lower to-day than it was a week 
ago. Many reasons are assigned for this. 
Operators are supposed to have sold out 
other stocks in order to acquire interest in 
the coalers. Some claim that the gen 
eral Nst has simply been left alone by 
the bulls until they shall have marked up the 
prices of the coal stocks to suit their de- 
sires. Afterthatit is believed that the list 
willbave its turn. The only objection to 
this theory is that the general mar. 
ket bas been by no means dull 
nor neglected. It has in fact been 
rather perniciously active. While many be- 
lieve that the tremendous speculation in the 
coal stocks will result In activity and rising 
prices for other stocks that is all in the 
future. Itmust be admitted that the mar. 


ket has so far been disappofatingly heavy.

Mexican Criminals Locked in a Box 
Car Go on Their Travels. 


A MOVABLE CALABOOSE IMPROVISED BY 
THE MAYOR OF CHINECO. 


Some Starved, the Others Were Shot—A 
Strong Commission on Exhibits Ap 
pointed to the World’s Fair From 
Mexico—Mrs. Mary Sanderson the 
Only Woman Contractor in the World. 


City oF Mexico, Feb. 18.—John L. Mertin, 
agent of the Mexican Centra! Railroad at Chi- 
huahua, which city is the capital of the State 
by that name, is spendingafew days here. 
He brings news ofaremarkable occurrence 
which happened at Chineco, in the State of 
Chihuahua, a few daysago. There is no jail 
or calaboose in the town of Chineco, and 
owing to there being a great scarcity of pub- 
lic funds the jefe politico, or Mayor, asked 
and obtained consent from the Mexican Cen- 
tral Rallroad, which runs through the piace, 
to use a box-car of the road temporarily asa 
jail. About ten days ago the car was side- 
tracked and in a short time a half-dozen 
desperate criminals were placed in it 
for safe keeping. The doors were 
kept securely locked, the prisoners 
getting what fresh air they could from holes 
bored through the roof. It seems that all of 
the freight crew on that division of the road 
had not been informed of this improvised 
jail, anda few nights after the confinement 
of the criminals in their new abode a passing 
freight train, with instructions to pick ap all 
the empties at Chineco, came along and 
coupled on to this car, proceeding on with it. 
When the jefe politicoand the other inhbabi- 
tants of Chineco awoke on the following 
morning they discovered that the jafl with 
its occupants were missing. There was great 
excitement among the people, and there be- 
ing no telegraph office nearer than Chibua- 
hua, fifty miles distant, they were in a quan- 
dary as to what course to pursue 
to apprehend the jail and its occupants. 
The jefe politico finally decided to proceed 
to Chihuahua and there ‘‘set the wires in mo- 
tion.’” He reached there on the night of the 
escape from the jall and called upon Mr.

corporal’s guard of g Ohio women, who 
centered their energies in one gran 

effort to kill the HNquor fiend in their 
native State. Mrs. E. F, Thompson of Hills- 
borough, O., founded the Women’s Crusade 
in 1874, and with her followers they ac- 
complished much inthe Mme of liquor abo- 
lition in Washington, O., Xenia, Uincinnat! 
and other cities In that State. The work was 
taken up in many other States, and from a 
cloud of local leagues the nucleus of a na- 
tional organization was formed at Cleveland, 
O., where twenty-two States were repre- 
sented ina convention, Nov. 18, 19, 0 and 21, 
1875, Thus was formed the W. C. T. U., the 
successor of the Women’s Crusade. 

Since that time the work of evangelization 
has spread, until now the W. C. U. has 
branches in forty different counties. There 
isa State organization in every partof this 
country, with the exception of Utah and 
Aiaska. The mottoof the Union, ‘For God, 
and Home, and Native Land,’ was seen in 
Ohinese, Japanese, Siamese, Norwegian, 
Dutch, French and Maori, at the World’s Ex- 
position at Paris in 1889. At the present 
moment Mrs. Mary Clement Leavitt ts doing 
missionary service in the cause of temper- 
ance in South America.

En Route for America. 


Written for the Sunpay Post-DisPraTon. 

Who that saw Trooper Forbes of the Royal 
Dragoons going through his stable drill 
about the year 19860 would have distinguished 
him from the @ther troopers, or imagined 
that he had anything in him except the ordi- 
nary qualities of ‘‘food for powder?’’ 
He was not even a great trooper. Officers 
of-the Royals who remember him in the 
ranks say that he was a troublesome fellow, 
inclined to quarrel with his comrades, and 


not over civil. Physically he was exactly 
what a dragoon should be-tall, but not 
lanky, and enormously strong within the 
compass of a dandy figure, sitting his horse 
as if he were a part of the animal, 
and with a length of arm that gave 
him aterrible sword-reach, But in point of 
what is called ‘‘conduct’’ in the British 
Army, he was not up to the highest standard 
of acrack cavalry corps. He left the Royals 
in no very brilliant manger; though no one 
could deny that he was a thorough soldier. 

Yet this troublesome trooper had more 

military knowledge than all his commanders, 
and he was destined to write more military 
history, and to write it better than any other 
man of our time. Of course, there had been 
plenty of war correspondents, and good 
ones, too, before Archibald Forbes 
was attached to the German army 
in 1870 as the special representative of the 
Daily News. Dr. Russell, ag the special cor- 
respondent of the Timesin the Crimea, had 
raised the positiontoa very high prestige, 
and in the American eivil war, many of the 
accounts published by the great daily papers 
displayed extraordinary ability. But there 
was something In Archibald Forbes’ letters 
to the Daily News during the Franco- 
German war which placed him on quitea 
different plane from other war corresponda- 
ents. He had a great advantage in being 
both a practical soldier and a man of educa- 
tion; and his rare physical strength enabied 
him to cover more ground and see and hear 
more of what went om than any other 
man in his position ever attempted. 
The greatest merit. of his cor- 
respondence, however, was its genuine- 
ness. Everybody who read it felt that it 
could be believed. Lonce heard Forbes say 
that the First Napoleon would have made 
the best war correspondent that ever lived— 
if he could by any possibility have brought 
himself to tell the truth. That is where 
Forbes excelled. He not ony understood the 
campaign, and had an unfailing instinct for 
telling what was worth describing in detail 
and what was not, ut he 
habitually and studiously told the truth, 
the whole truth and nothing but the truth. 
It was an eloquent tribute to his veracity that 
he was blamed by the partisans of both sides 
during the momentous conflict. After it was 
over, th sides admitted that he had written 
an impartial history; and, fm fact, there is no 
better record of the for purely 
historical purposes, 
Forbes’ letter ® to y News. 
His style has been very severely criticised; 
but it is, in reality, a very good, serviceable 
style for its purpose. Itis readable without 
being exciting, and itg -very bDiuntness at 
times adds to the effect ofthe matter. Forbes 
always said that the greatest war corre- 
spondent the world ever roduced was 
Julius Cesar, and the model that he always 
set before himself in describing the 
Franco-German war was the Commentaries 
de Bello Gallico. He has none of Cesar’s 
steel-cold purity of com ition, buthe has 
the same directness, and the same admirable 
method of giving the effect of a whole opera- 
tion by a vivid description of its distinctive 
features, Where an inferior man would have 
wasted half his space on details that are com- 
mon to all battles, Forbes devoted the whole 
of his to those which belonged to each battle 
in particular. 

He never afterward wrote anything so 
good. Like most Scotchmen, he has, with 
many excellent qualities, a certain element 
of vanity, and there is no doubt that his suc- 
cess turned his head. In 1875 he went to 
India with the Prince of Wales as special 
correspondent of the Daily News, and though 
his account of the tour was very much better 
than such snobbish stuff as Val Prinsep’s 
‘*Imperial Indja,’’—‘‘Enjoyable Injah,’’ as 
Burnand called it in his witty parody—yet it 
showed a falling off from his previous worx. 
High living and aristocratic society did not 
agree with Forbes atall. The rough soldier 
was quite out of place among the pol. 
ished lordlings who, at that time, 
formed the entourage of the Prince of 
Wales. All this showed itself plainly enough 
in his writings, and his friends and admirers 
were relieved when be was restored to his 
proper sphere on the breaking out of the war 
between Servia and Turkey inthe following 
year. His account of that curious con- 
fiict—insignificant in itself, but 
all important in its results— 
was wonderfully graphic and was all the 
more valuable becauge it was a strictly truth- 
ful story of events in a country where 
the truth is unknown. Forbes’ 
exposure of the actual condition 
of affairs in the Balkan States, 
in fact, was s0 thoroughgoing that 
it gave his letters a substantial political in- 
fluence and raised him toa status which had 
never before been occupied by a newspaper 
correspondent. The Russo-Turkish war im. 
mediately followed,and Forbes was attached 
to the headquarters staff of the Russian army 
throughout the whole campaign. 

The position he then found himself in was 
very honorable to him and very fattering to 
his self-pride, butat the same time it was to 
some extent a faise position. His famous 
letters on the Servian. war had made 
him regarded, not only as an un- 
rivaled war correspondent, but as a 
great political and military authority; 
and when he began towrite equally power 
fuland equally sagacious letters concerning 
events on the larger stage, he became the ob- 
ont ofan pulroaenery kind and degree of 
nterest throughout rope. Most corre- 
spondents who were with the Russian army, 
or the Turkish army, asthe case might be, 
wrote ag if it were their business to appeal to

other side. Forbes did nothing of the sort. 
He was firmly convinced of the advantage to 
Europe of driving the ‘lurks beyond the 
Balkans, and he never doubted the ultimate 
success of the Russians. But he told the 
plain truth about the Bulgarians, for whose 
sake the campaign was nominally under- 
taken; he pointed out with perfect candor, 
and with great military foresight, the biun- 
Gers made by the Russians inthe early part 
of the war; be predicted quite correctly the 
disasters that would ensue, and. he invaria 
bly gave the Turks credit for that valor and 
tenacity which the Russians were disposed to 
Geny them. The truth was, the Russian offi- 
cees, even those in high command, were 
shamefully ignorant, while the so-called 
*“*Intelligence Department’’ was a mere 
mockery. Forbes’ letters, which soon came 
back to the seatof war in the newspapers, 
were a revelation to them, and when they 
saw that Forbes was almost invariably right 
in his calculations, they sought his advice in 
& way that was not less embarrassing than 
come mentary: If they had sought it sooner 
and followed it intelligently, the terrible bat. 
tle of Plevna, andthe awful waste of life in

WITNESSED THE BATTLE BETWEEN THE 
‘SHANNON AND OHESAPEAKE. 


The O14 Gailor’s Description of the Mem- 
orable Engagement of the War of 1612 
—Weath ofthe Brave Capt, Lawrence— 
Sir Provo’s Last Active Service—An 
Eventful Life. 


Lonpor,/Feb. 183.—Admiral Sir Provo Wallis, 
K. ©. B., died to-day, aged nearly 101 years. 


| He was senior Admiral of the navy, was born 


in April, 1791, and fought on board H. M. §&. 
Shannon, in her historical battle off Boston 
Harbor on June 1,1818g with the United States 
frigate Chesapeake. 

Admiral Wallis, Senior Admiral of the 
British Navy was still on the active list, al- 
though his last active service was in 1857. 

He was best known for his part in the cap- 
ture ofthe Chesapeake during the war of 
1812. The story is best told bythe old man 
himself, who related ita few days before his 
death. : 

**The fight occurred Jan. 1, 1813. It was,’’ 
said he, ‘‘a time of disaster and anxiety. We 
had been losing shipsinall directions when 
Capt. Broke sent his formal challenge to 
Capt. Lawrence by a fishing boat. The 
American Nelson’’ (and here youcould not 
help feeling like bowing beforethe generous 
magnanimity ofthe veteran) ‘‘signified his 
acceptance of it by firinga gun and hoisting

Admiral sir Provo Wallis, K. C. B. 
a large flag bearing the device ‘Free Trade 
and Sailors’ Rights.’ Lawrence was sure of 
winning. A dinner was prepared for the 
prisoners; there was a plentiful supply of 
handcuffs on deck and several merchant ves- 
selg came out to witness our discomfiture. 
We put off some six miles with three ensigns 
fiying and she bore down on us Over the sea 
in gallant style. 
THE BATTLE. 

‘*We hada splendid opportunity to rake 
the Chesapeake while she was coming down 
on us, for Lawrence considered only how he 
could soonest come to close quarters, dis- 
daining all maneuvering, but Capt. Broke 
called out: ‘Don’t fire whilst the gallant 
fellow is head on, but wait until his broad 
side is full on, so he can have an even 
chance.’ And so we waited in grim silence. 
The sun was setting and the Chesapeake was 
to the westward of us. As her sails threw 
their long shadows far ahead, and finally 
passed over us, while we were in our shirt 
sieeves, it threw a chill over the life-blood 
of every man, for we knew it was a death 


grapple, 

**Suddenly they cheerea and fired. We re- 
pried simultaneously with our shot, Three 

roadsides only were delivered and eleven 
minutes saw the endofthe fight. The two 
vessels became entangled. Broke shouted for 
all who could to follow him and when the 
ships separated he signalled that he was se- 
curely in possession. Ever cer on the 
Chesapeake,down to the officiating chaplain, 
was slain (or desperately wounded); 
the courageous Lawrence shot through 
the body, died four days afterward in his 
cabin. roke was dangerously wounded,and 
Watt, our first Meutenant, was killed by a 
bullet from the foretop. It thus came to 
pass, at the age of 22, 1 took command of the 
Shannon pas my junior, Mr, Falkner, in 
charge of the prize, placed their own fetters 
on the wrists of our prisoners, and set sail 
for Halifax. 

‘*It was Sunday when we arrived there and 
everybody was in church. We were con- 
cealed by a fog till close to the harbor; the 
ards of both ships were manned and the 

ritish fag floated proudly over the Amer!l- 
canensign. The rumor of our coming spread 
like wildfire; the worshipers abandoned their 
clergyman and rushed down tothe quays, 
followed in quick order by the choir boys in 
their robes, and finally by the clergyman 
himself, who did not even wait to divest 
himself of his surplice. 

RESPECT FOR LAWRENCE, 

**In passing upthe bay there was a great 
shout from the people, for they thought our 
wy was the forty-four- gun frigate Presi- 

ent, which had incurred their cordial dis- 
like, but when they heard thatit wasthe 
Chesapeake, and that Lawrence, her Com- 
mander, was dead, not a huzga was heard, 
except, | believe, from a brig lying at an- 
chor. Oapt. Lawrence was highly respected 
for his humanity to the crew of the 
Peacock, and marks of real grief were seen in 
the countenances ofall the inhabitants I had 
a chance tosee. Icantruly say that all ap- 
peared to lament his death,and I heard sevy- 
eral say that they considered the blood which 
had been shed on the Chesapeake’s deck as 
being as dear tothemas that of their own 
countrymen. 

**On the day of the funeral Isaw three ma- 
hogany coffins carried on board the Chesa- 

eake, In one of them the remains of Oapt. 

Aawrence were aced, and then rowed 
in a twelve-oared barge, to minute strokes,to 
the shore, followed by a procession of boats 
at res ful distances. After landing at 
King’s Wharf, a regiment of troops anda full 
band of music playing the ‘Dead March in 
Saul’ took up the lNneof march. Six of the 
oldest Navy captains in pers carried the pall, 
which s one of the colors of the 
Chesa ke, and on top of the coffin was 
placed Lawrence’s sword, The procession 
was very long and everything was conducted 
in the most solemn and respectful manner, 
and the wounded officers of both nations 
who owed the procession made the scene 
very a —- I never attended a funeral in 
my life when my feelings were so struck. 
There was mot the least mark of exultation 
that I saw, even among the commonest 


people.

GAY LIVES ABROAD. 
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Two New Yorkers Who fquandered a 
Fortune in Europe. 


THE RAPID CAREER OF YOUNG JOSEPH 
MOSS WHITE. 


He Was Wayward From Childhood and 
Left a Record in Every City in Europe 
—Bad Women and an Appetite for 
Brandy Proved His Ruin-—- A Fast 
Friendship and What Came of It. 


New YorkK, Feb. 13.—There have been many 
rich young New Yorkers who have plunged 
into gay life in a wholegale manner and 
caused no end of talk while they were doing 
it. There was never much talk about the life 
led in Kurope by Joseph Moss White and 
Harvey Spencer, Jr., and yet it was more 
extraordinary than that of any other young 
Americans who have made a stir abroad, 
While New York heard little of them, their 
names were familiar in London, Paris, Vienna 


and even the far East. A good many years 
ago Eli W hite was at the head ofa large hat 
manufacturing establishment in New York. 
He made money and judiciously invested it 
in real estate. It was never necessary for 
his son Joseph Moss White to do any 
work, and he never did any. He wanted to 
make a good marriage and he succeeded. 
He married Matilda Wolfe Bishop, the sister 
of David Wolfe Bishop and a cousin of Cath- 
erine Wolfe. The marriage caused a bitter 
quarrel between the bride and her family. 
Joseph Moss White died before the only son 
of the marriage was born. The son was 
named after the father and he its the hero of 
this story. Mrs, White had a considerable 
fortune in her own name. 

When in his childhood the posthumous 
boy was wayward. There was nothing 
wicked in his nature, but he was always 
getting into scrapes. He was prepared for 
Princeton, where he remained about 
two years. His wildness caused 
his mother to send him abroad under 
the care ofa tutor, the Rev. Samuel J. Mec.-

CARBONATE CAMP.

4n Important Strike Made in the Hope 
Claim-—Output of the Morning and 
Evening Star—The Crown Point Lease 
~The Iron Mine—Loocel Notes. 


LEADVILLE, Coio., Feb"1s.—The best strike 
ofthe new year is that of the Hope claim, 
locatea between East Sixth and Seventh 
streets, where a shaft wag.eunk toa depth of 
250 feet, from which point drifting ensued to 
the westward. Some 2900 feet from the shaft, 
in that direction, an ore body was met with 
dipping to the east, so these folk went back 
inthe drift out toward the shaft and ran a 
Grift outtothe north. Inthe drift there is 
now disclosed about five feetofvery high 
grade lead carbonate ore, the assays 
from which give @& per cent of 
lead totheton. Thisisimportant as adding 
to the evidence that Leadville is entirely un- 
Gerlaid with ore, and will stimulate further 
prospecting under the city. 

The Morning and Evening star mines are 
now putting out larger amounts of lead car- 
bonate than has hitherto been the case, 
though about 100 tonsa day of argentiferous 
iron ore is also shipped. Quite a number of 
good strikes have occurred in the different 
workings of these properties, and everything 
looks encouraging for a good season. 

THE CROWN POINT LEASE. 

On the Crown Point a lease has been taken 
by Manager Blow of the Silver Cord Mining Co. 
and a great deal of work is projected and is 
now being carried forward. On the Stlver 
Cord tugnel the quartzite has been cut 
through dnd between that stratum and the 
overlying limestone a contact mass possess- 
ing some silver value has been struck. No 
attempt will be made, however, to prospect 
this contact, asthe management devotes its 
energies entirely to the completion of the 
tunnel, the outer heading of which has now 
advanced some 1,300 feet. This with the in- 
ner heading of 1,250 feet gives about 250 feet 
to run to make connection. 

A strike has just been made in the Arty, 
which isthe northern extension of the Grif- 
fin vein, which from the hard rock gave a re- 
turn of 900 ounces of silver to the ton, while 
the fine stuff ran 127 ounces of silver anda 
trace of gold. This is a true fissure in the 
granite and is likely to prove valuable. 

The iron mine is now working under lease 
the McKuen incline shaft being used for that 
purpose, and some fine sulphide oreis being 
turned from the eleventh levels. The Mayer 
ofthe same company is putting out about 
1,800 tons a month of aood iron sulphide in 
addition to about 100 tons a day of low grade 
stuff, which is concentrated on the property. 
The mill now runs full time and doing good 
work. A tailings elevator has just been 
placed in position at the mill. 

On the crest of Carbonate Hill the Modoc 
mine has been leased and two gheets of in- 
trusive gray porphyry are near the bottom of 
the 690-foot shaft, and the other higher up,

| tons of bullion were produced. The Amert- 


can Smelter treated 6,800 tons of ore witha 
bullion result of 920 tons, while the Elgin

tons of bullion. Thetotal number of stacks 
in blast during the month were sixteen; 
amount of ore treated, 20,850 tons, and pro- 
duct of bullion, 2,480 tons. 

Among the best looking ore chutes in the 
State may be mentioned the two new lead 
carbonate ore bodies disclosed in the work- 
ings ofthe A. Y. and Minnte mines. The 
first one has encountered about 180 feet north 
of, and rallel to the famous No. 8 chute 
that has been followed from the Col. Sellers 
line to that of the A, Y., and the second 
about 200 feet still further to the north. A 
dyke of porphyry intervenes between the two 
last named, which has had the effect of pre- 
ventfhe oxidation, and No. 5 chute 
is exclusively sulphide in its character. 
Caves are being found in the limestone here 
that are filled with rare specimens of the 
different products of the decomposition of 
the sulphide ores, and some fine and rare 
with. There are thou- 
sands of tons of ore now bDiocked out in this 
mine, the shipments from which only 
amount to about twelve hundred tons a 
month, all of which is lead carbonate, no 
attempt being made to mine the sulphide. A 
strike of importance has been made on the 
main ineline of the Crescent, where the re. 
sumption only took place about thirty days 
ago. Itison or aboutthe fifth level, and 
there are now four feet of very fine lead car- 
ponates disclosed in the face of the drift.

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AOunning Scheme Which Didn’t Work 
—Judge Clark Means to Work for the 
Nomination, and Get It if He Can— 
GreshamiIs Not In It, But Collins Is 


Possible. 


SPRINGFIELD, Feb. 18.—It is an open secret 
at the present time that Oullom and Tanner 
and Sam Jones, with some others scattered 
here and there who wished to see Fifer re- 
moved, entered into an arrangement where- 
by candidates were to crop up in various por- 
tions of the State forthe purpose of not only 
disheartening Fifer but with the avowed in- 
tention of actually defeating him. The can- 
G@idates were given to understand that they 
were onlyin the race as a biind,.and that 
when the proper hour came they were to 
withdraw and hand over the support of their 
adherents to some particular one to be se- 
lected, but that particular one would certain- 
ly not be Gov. Fifer. A list of names was 
made out, and these were to be used one by 
one until exhausted,and then new names 
were to be added. Among these names 
were those of Attorney-General Hunt of 
Edgar, ex-State Senator Horace 8. Clark of 
Coles, ex-Rallroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioner B. F. Marsh of McDonough, ex-Pent- 
tentiary Oommissioner James 8. Martin of 
Marion, Chairman State Central Uommittee 
A. M. Jones of Jo Daviess, and State’s At- 
torney Joel M. Longenecker of Chicago, Cook 
County. 

‘Put up more candidates,’’ was the cry, 
andagentsand emissaries were sent hither 
and thither coaching new men in the all-im- 
portant duties they had to perform, that of 
allowing their names to come before the peo- 
ple for the purpose of misleading them. But 
to the successful carrying out of this scheme 
there wasan obstacle. It was readily con- 
ceded that Hunt and Jones were ready to 
withdraw atany time, but that the others 
were liable to stick and take their chances. 

CLARK WAS IN EARNEST. 

Judge Clark gave it out cold that he was in 
the race to stay and that he did not lend the 
use of his name for any kind of monkey bus!- 
mess, but that he and his supporters would 
go before the convention and work like beav- 
ers for his nomination, and once the nomina- 
tion was secured that such was equal toan 
election. He would listen to noplan. As to 
withdrawing for the purpose of letting some 
one else in it was simply absurd, and the 
proposition was an insult to his manhood 
and intelligence. When this determination 
reached the ears of the managers they 
swore some pretty new coined oaths 
and said they might have known better 
than toapproach such a fool as he was with 
such an idea. There was no coaxing that 
would lead him off the track.

The ‘‘one-man-power’’ system, as existing 
at present, costs boththe city and State a 
heavy loss of revenue every year in fallure 
to properly collect dramshop licenses right- 
fully due the city’s revenue. 

It makes a gigantic political ‘‘machine’’ of 
the City Collector’s office and a powerful 
political **boss’’ of the City Collector. 

It works the rankest injustice to law-abid- 
ing, license- paying saloons in making them 
compete with wild-cat saloons which are 
**‘excused’’ by the City Collector from paying 
thelr licenses. 

It violates the rights of citizens and tax- 
payers in depriving them of that voice in the 
regulation of dramshop licenses which they 
are expoveshy given by tié provisions of the 
dramshop ordinance. 

The City Councfi will have for its consid. 
eration the Anderson dramshop ordinance 
as a measure for the correction of those evlis 
from which the city now suffers inthe man.- 
agement of the dramshop license depart- 
ment of the City Collector’s office. 

The State Legislature should also take up 
this important matter on behalf of the 
State’s revenue, which suffers from the same 
evil. A legislative investigation of the City 
Collector’s office will show the necessity for 
such action. 

The Police Board, into whose hands it Is 
proposed to place the regulation of dramshop 
licenses in St. Louls, as is already done in 
kansas City, isthe only body that can fully 
and properly guard the interests of both 
city and state.

It Was Emphatic in Denial of an 
Alleged Bribery Story. 


What Mayer and Son Claim the Merz 
Lobbyist Told Them. 


THE MAYOR’S NEPHEW SAID TO HAVE 
HELD STOCK FOR HIM. 


Tke Messrs. Mayer, the North St. Louis 
Garbage Reduction Men, Make a Re- 
markable Statement About an Alleged 
Conference Held With Mr. Fleischmann, 
the Merz Representative, at the Hotel 
Rozier—Mr. Fleischmann Says He Made 
No Such Representations as They 
Claim. 


The .story that follows is about the St. 
Louls Sanitary Co., and some well known 
people concerned in the corporation. It is 
apity that one cannot write it without 
speaking of garbage, slops and dead horses. 
The use of these words has a tendency to de- 
grade even the best and most carefully pre- 
pared tale of local news, and to give it an air 
of coarseness, whereas everybody knows 
that nothing could be finer than everything 
connected with the work of the Sanitary 
company. A, B. Mayer and his gun, Fred 


| Mayer, the owners of the Mayer Manufactur- 
|ing 


Co., think that the very essence of 
subtle business methods is held in those little 


yellow, and brown bottles of Merz extract 


that stand on desks in the office of President 
James Campbell and Secretary Wal- 
ter J. Bilakeiey. The two Mayers are 
the wealthiest makers of fertilizers among 
those who. have their factories in Lowell. 
The father and son have been in the business 
all their lives, and are worth together halfa 
million dollars, Their factory is down in the 
bottom, just east of the rallway tracks, and 
they have, besides an office on Twelfth 
Street. They buy great quantities of material 
ofthe pecullar kind against which the people 
of Lowell Bave a prejudice, and they supply 
anumber of small rendering facto es with 
the stuff they can’t use. Some idea ofthe 
extent of their operations may be obtained 
from their sales of residuum alone in Decem.- 
ber. They amounted to nearly $600. This 
residuum is but a small part of their product, 
and December was.a very duil month 
in their business. The active management 
of the business falls on Fred Mayer, 
who is one of the best known young men on 
‘Change. He is under 30, shrewd, energetic 
and industrious and very popular. His 
father calls himself a self-made man and 
speaks English very indifferently, with Ger - 
man idiom. He is about 6, with shaggy 
gray eyebrows and stiff, short gray mus- 
tache, 
FLEISCHMANN, THE LOBBYIST. 

When the Merz -plan.of disposing of the 
refuse of the city was frst taiked of two 
years ago, and the bill giving the cOmpany 


_the city contract was introduced in the As- 


sembly, Robert Flefschmann, President of 
the parent company in New York, sent his 
brother, Henry A. Fleischmann, to 8t. Loults, 
to superintend matters. Mr. Flelschmann be- 
came pretty widely known among  poll- 
ticlans and business men very soon. He was 
a well-dressed, bearded man of average 
height and rather stout, with very black 
eyes and a mobile face, whose expression 
changed rapidly. Hetalked with his voice, 
his eyes and his hands and was most success- 
ful. To be sure, his associates afterwards 
complained that he talked too 
much and was always getting them into 
trouble, but at that time, his kind of talking 
was the thing, and he made his int. The 
first bill was defeated, principally through 
the work of the Mayers, who saw ruin in it to 
them. Then the second bill was put in, and 
that passed just before Christmas,i1s90. Since 
thattime the two Mayers have had hard 
work to hold their ground against pressure 
trom Co. an 

Board which has 
claread the factory a nuisance and 
hindering its operations considerably. The 
two Mayers deciare that there is aeareason 
fur the fight on them which is not entirely 
regard for public health. The senior Mayor 
telis the Post-DispaTcH his story about as 
follows. The language ts not preserved, but 
the statements are accurately his: 

‘*When the bill wasin the Counclil,’’ said 
Fleischmann wanted me to take 
some stock in the “new company. He 
said he would let me in on 
the ground floor with the rest of them. I 
asked him what the ground floor was, and he 
said I should have the stock for just what he 
paid forit. Ifhe paid $0 a share J should 
have it for that, and if he paid $30 I must pay 
that. Ithought about it, and then we went 
to the Hotel Rozier, my sonand I, to have 
another talk with him. In this talk he told 
me what the company was going to make, 
how it would gradually get the 
varbage and take the whole bvisiness. 
I said the hotels and the .other places 
that sold their own stuff would fight the com- 
pany. Fleischmann said that was all right, 
the company would win, they had every body 
with influencein town interested in it. I 
said, ‘Mr. Fleischmann, I want toknow what 
lam going in before I put my money in it. I 
wanttoknow allornothing.’ He then told 
me who was interested init. He said there 
was Campbell and Devoy and Clements and 
Jobn Scullin of the Wigein’s Ferry to prevent 
competition in East St. Louis, and Ed Butler 
and Francis, the inspector, and the Mayor, 
whose stock was held far him by his nephew. 
lasked him about the nephew’s stock and 
how he knew that the Mayor was behind It. 
He said: ‘Well, youknow a boy of 18 isn’t 
holding stock for himself.’ Afterwards there 
was another thing I wanted explained. He 
cut off trom the profits of the company $69 ,000 
and said: *That will be used for expenses. 
I said: ‘Mr. Fleischmann, I want to know 
what those expenses ne He said that it 

for lawyers’ fees. 
"iinet wad all ri ht, and my son and I 
talked about, it, until one day I asked Fieisch- 
mann how I could get the stock. He told me 
that Imust write to the New York office. 
When we wrote we found that they wanted 
us to pay for all the stock we got, and said 
there was no ground floor. That was all we 
could get out of them, and we didn’t Duy any 
stock. We left off fighting them, and the 
other day they began ——e on us to buy 
our factory. My son knows all about that.’’ 
CORROBORATED BY THE SON. 

A talk was had with Fred Mayer on ’Change 
and afterwards the subject was taken up 
again at bis office where he had his letters 
from the company in New York and showed 
them. Mr. Mayer corroborated the story of

I 
keep the stock books and Kaymonad Grace 
hokis none. Neither does Francis. I can tell 
you that much, but I can’t let youlook at the 
books of course. No business firm would.’’ 

MAYOR NOONAN’S EMPHATIC DENIAL. 

‘*That’s allright,’’ said Mr. Fleischmann, 
throwing off his coat and walking behind the 
railing to a desk; ‘‘but he oughtn’t to be 
coming up here so much if he doesn’t want 
these things sald.’’ 

Mr. Fleischmann then turned around and 
winked at the reporter. 

From the Sanitary office the reporter went 
to the Mayor’s office. ‘‘He’s engaged,’’ said 
Secretary Brennan. Five minutes afterwards 
the door opened and Inspector Francis came 
out. ‘‘Yeu can go in,’’ said the Secretary to 
the reporter. Mayor Noonan sat at a desk 
opposite his type-writer. Hehad a pen in 
his hand and a bDiank sheet of paper ovefore 
him. The story of the Mayers was told to 
him, and he did not lift his head. The re- 
porter waited, the typewriter watched and 
he kept his head bent. 

‘*Is it true or not, Mr. Mayor?’’ was asked.

Jubilee Celebration. 


HOW HONOR WILL BE PAID TO CHRIST 
CHURCH’S PASTOR. 


Programme Arranged for Next Sunday— 
A Memorial Home to Be Built to Com- 
memorate the Loved Minister’s Loug 
and Splendid Service—Sketch of the 
Jubilarian and of Christ Church. 


On next Friday the Very Rev. Montgomery 
D. Schuyler, Dean of Christ Church Cathe- 
dral, willcelebrate the fiftieth anniversary 
of his ordination to the priesthood. For 
fifty longtrying yearsthis venerable pastor 
has labored unceasingly and devotedly in 
the service of his divine masterand now at 
the close of a half century of toil in the in- 
terest of humanity itis proposed to render 
to the venerable Jubileean that meed of 
praise which the occasion sug- 
gests as, befitting. For the sec- 
ond time within the short space 
ofa few months the people of 8t. Louls will 
have the honor of doing reverence to a citt- 
zenand a servant of God, who has been 
spared into the rounding out of a golden 
cycle of years of unalloyed devotion to the 
performance of priestly duties. It is ex- 
pected that all classes, irrespective of creed, 
will show their veneration and regard for 
this beloved pastor, who, by his zealous at- 
tention to duty, Doundless charity and love 
for his fellow creatures, hasleff an indelible 
impress onthe spiritual and moral growth 
of the city. 

It is a remarkable fact that in truly great 
men strength of will and intellect, purity and 
nobility of character are invariably com- 
bined with an overweening modesty and an 
almost childlike simplicity of manner. This is 
remarkably true in the present 
instance and strikingly iljus- 
trated by the fact that it Was 
only by the merest accident the friends of Dr.

HOW IT WILL BE CELEBRATED. 

A committee consisting of Messrs. James A.

As a fitting tribute toa noble clergyman, as 
ahappy recognition of that most rare and 
interesting event, the golden jubilee of a 
pastor’s priesthood and as a m sk pp 
priate memorial of the thirty-eight 
years of «continued service, it is pro- 
posed by the parishoners of Christ 
Church Cathedral to _ signalize this oc- 
casion by connecting thelr pastor’s name 
forever with the great mission work of the 
parish, which he inaugurated and fostered 
by building adjoining the church the *‘Schuy- 
ler Memorial House,’’ to be used exclusive-

DR. SCHUYLER’S LIFE. 
Rev. Montgomery Soeur tee was born in 
. He cameof an 


by Bishop McCaskrey of Michigan. He re. 
| ceived a call from his own congregation and 
stepped tothe pulpit from the pews. .Three 
years later he received a call to Grace 
Church, Lyons, N. Y., where he remained a 
year a half. He en went 
to Buffalo, where he organized 
and buiit St. John’s Ohurch, remajnin 

in charge for ten years. He negx 
came to St. Louisin 1854, having receiveda 
call from Christ Church, the oldest parish, in 
Missouri. He has remained in charge ever 
since. Dr. Schuyler was twice married, in 
1843 and in 1854, at Buffalo just previous to 
his coming to 8t. Louis. The last union re- 
suited in eight children. One, Rev. Louis 8. 
Schuyler, died at Memphis tn 1879 of the dread 
plague of yellow fever. Hehad gone down 
voluntarily to nurse the sick and dying and 
himself fella victim tothe disease, a martyr 
to the sacred cause of humanity. 

During the civil war Dr. Schuyler in oppo- 
sition to the wishes of his dearest friends 
threw himself with ardor into the work of 
nursing the sick and dying soldiers who 
crowded the Government hospitals at this 
point. He did soin the face of much og x 
ularity and loss of friends. Ministering 
the sick and wounded sotldiers of the North 
in the hospitals was . regarded 45 
antagonistic y the. Southerners and 
jealously resented by them. However, as 
the war progressed, thousands of wounded 
and dying confederates were prought to this 
city. Dr. Schuyler drew no political or relig- 
ious distinctions but worked only to alleviate 
the sufferings of his fellow creatures. . It 
was then that the eyes of the people were 
opened tothe sortof man they had in their 
midst and past resentment was aténed for 
by present praise. In 1862 Dr. Schuyler re- 
ceived from the President a commission as 
chaplain to the hospital, anoffice which came 
unsolicited and in the nature of 4a 
surprise as even to this day he does not know 
the names of the influential persons who se- 
cured the office for him. 

Since the war Dr. Schuyler has spent a 
busy life among his people, striving earnestly 
tocarry out the precepts of his divine mas- 
ter. He hasalways been biessed with sin- 
gularly good health and is to-day remarka- 
bly active, strong andin every way capable 
ofattending tothe many exacting duties of

CHRIST CHURCH. 

A history of Christ Church Cathedral isa 
history of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
Missouri. It is the mother parish of the 
pemening congregations of the denom- 
ination throughout the State. It was or- 

nized on All Saints’ Day, 1819, the names of 
orty -three signers being affixed to 
the articles of association. The 
meeting of the vestry was 
Jan. 10, 1820,when Kev.John Ward was called 
to the rectorship. .The infant parish wor- 
shiped in a one-story frame building on the 
southwest corner of Second ana Walnut 
streets, known as ‘‘the long building,’’ 
which had at various times been used as a 
blacksmith shop, dance hall and court-room. 
Mr. Ward returned to Lexington in 1821 and 
abandoned by its pastor the congre- 
gation was forced te sell its pulpit, 
desk and pews. No services were held there- 
after for four years, except during chance 
visits of clergymen from abroad. In 1825 Kev. 
ihomas Horrell of Virginia visited this city 
and collected the scattered elements of the 
parish. Alot was purchased on Third and 
Chestnut streets for $400 and a bullding 
erected thereon, coSting $7,000, was com- 
pleted in 1829. It Is described as having been 
a@ neat little edifice in the center of 
the city, looking more like an 
academy than a church, capable of seating 
200 persons. In iss6the church was conse- 
crated by BKisnop Smith of Kentucky and the 
rite of confirmation first admisistered in Mis- 
sourl. In the same year a movement was 
set on foot to bullda largerchurch. Accord- 
ingly a lot was purchased on the corner of 
Fifth and Chestnut streets. The completed 
edifice was consecrated by Bisho 
Kemper in 183%. The building cost $7, 
and an idea of its exterior 
can be gained from the accompanying cut. 
Interiorly Dr.Schuyler describes it as‘‘a non- 
| descript of which nothing can be said save 
that it furnished uncomfortable sittings for 
about 600 people. In May, 1854, a few months 
before Dr. Schuyler was called to the pastor- 
ate, another movement looking towards the 
building of alarger church was set on foot. 
Nothing was done in the matter until four

From 
that time the congregation worshipped inthe 
old Mercantile Library Hall and afterwards 
with St. Paul’s congregation, who were then 
nn ot The corner stone of the 
resent edifice was laid April 22,1860, by omen 
oucks, assisted by Dr. Schuyler. The chape 
was completed in May, 1862, and services held 
therein until Christmas Day, 1867, when the 
structure was thrown open. In its com- 
pleced form Christ Church Cathedral Is un- 
doubtedly one of the finest pleces of church 
architecture in the country. The style is 
Gothic,of the ornate, early English type, and 
the arrangement is that of a nave and 
aisles. Internally the church is, perhaps, 
the most impressive in the country, a 
fact due to the height of the nave, which is 
9 feet high, only 10 feet lower than that of 
Westminster Abbey. The walis, buttresses 
mullions and tracings of the windows are al 

{massive stone. Theroof of the nave and 

hancel is open timbered, massive in its 
framing and molding. The interior ig daz- 
zliing white, with the exception ofthe fur- 
niture, which is of black walnut, with Drass 
trimmings. A new organ has lately been 
added, which ts considerea one of the finest 
instruments in the West.

PRECEDENT FOR THE EARLY SELECTION

New YOrx, Feb. 18, “Members of the Dem-

Later 
in the season, when the ground thaws out, 
they will preferto stay at home and plow 
rather than attend any convention.’’ 

Commissioner Thomas F. Gilroy said that 
he had not considered the matter and was 
not prepared to speak on the question one 
way or another. 

State Committeeman Register Frank T. 
Fitzgerald said: ‘‘I don’t see how the State 
Committee could change the date of the State 
Convention for the reason that the call has 
been already issued and the various counties 
in the State have.taken notice of the date 
and have prepared to elect delegates, and In 
some instances delegates have already been 
chosen to meetin convention Feb. 22, next. 
I think to change the date of the convention 
would be to inconvenience the vast body of 
Democrats in different parts of the State. I 
therefore do not see why the date should be 
changed,’’

A base run- 
ner, luckily placed, with equal ability toone 
in a less fortunate spot inthe batting list, 
can get thirty per cent. more bases ina 
season. The vaiue of gee records on a 
fielder’s general ability has long ago been 
Gropped, else tuis and that manager 
would not have spent so much each 
year in going to see promising minor league 
record-makers play. It has been argued in 
the past that the batting averages did givea 
true line on batting ability. Allfolly. There 
are a dozen men who are among the leaders 
in the major leagues each year, and who are 
not nearly as valuable in winning games by 
the batas men forty or fifty points below 
them inthe list. These leaders are either 
lacking in judgment or heart, or else will not 
sacrifice for the team’s sake and against 
what they consider their own benefit. The 
fact is—and records have sharpened it—that 
a bad ball player who can hit the ball can 
ar 88 jong As he hits, and a superb flelder 
without hitting ability has no chance.

RULES GOVERNING THE SPARRING AND WREST- 
LING CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

In the wrestling and sparring champion- 
ships of the W. A. A. A. the following rules 
will govern> 

Sparring—Competitors tospar in light boots 
or shoes, without spikes. The results shall 
be decided by two judges with a referee. The 
number of rounds to be contested shall be 
three, of three minutes each. In the ‘‘finals’’ 
the first two rounds will be three 
minutes each, and the final round 
four minutes. The interval between 
each round = shall be one minute. 


Any competitor falling to come up when 
time is called shail iose the bout. 

When a competitor draws a bye, such com- 
petitor shall be bound to spar such bye for 
the specified time, and with such opponent 
as the judges of the contest may approve. 

Each competitor shall be entitled to the 
assistance of one person only, and no advice 
or coaching shall be gtvento any competitor 
by his assistant, or by any other person 
during the progress of the round. 

In all competitions the decision shall be 
given in favor of the competitor who displays 
the best style and obtains the greatest num- 
ber of points. The points shail be: For at- 
tack, direct clean hits with the krucklies of 
either hand on any part of the front or sides 
ofhead or body above the belt; defense, 
guarding, ducking, slipping, counterhitting 
or getting away. Where points are other- 
wise equal consideration to be given the man 
who does most of the leading. 

The referee may, after cautioning the 
offender, disqualify a competitor who is 
sparring unfairly, by flicking or hitting with 
the open giove, by hitting with the inside or 
butt of the hbahd, wrist, or elbow, or by 
wrestling or roughing. 

Wrestling, catch-as-catch-can—Any hold, 
grip, lock, or tripallowed, except strangling; 
nothing heavier than light slippers or rub- 
bers without heels allowed on the floor; both 
shoulders shall be on the fioorat the same 
time to constitute a fall; a rest of not less 
than five nor more than ten minutes shall be 
allowed between each fall; no striking, kick- 
ing, gouging, hair-pulling, butting, stran- 
gling oranything that endangers life or limb 
shall be allowed.

The 
resignation of the Staten Island Athletic 
Club from the ranks of the A. A. U, 
has set everybody at all interested 
in athletics talking. This move on 
the part oF the Staten Islanders is looked 
upon us thethrowing down of the gauntlet 
tothe A. A. U. by the progenitors of the 
United States League of Athletic Clubs to be 
formally organized next Friday at Delmon- 
ico’s. Thenew leagueis a scheme: born of 
Frederick Janssen’s mind, and being a 
member of the Staten Island Athletic 
Club, he hus set other clubs which are 
antagonistic to the A. A. U., although 
members of that organization, an example to 
follow. Will the Manhattan Athletic Club 
jump from the A. A. U. to the new League? 
It was sald on good authority yesterday that 
such a move is really contemplated, None of 
the members will publicly express himself on 
the question, but there has been a great deal 
of talk privately about it. 

It is said that more than fifty athletic clubs 
have appointed delegates toattend a meet- 
inflat Delmontco’s, and that tome of them 
have been instructed by their clubs to join. 
The Crescent Athletic Qlub, the weaithiest 
and most influential club in Brook- 
lyn, is said to have pledged 
itself to become a member, and 
the newly organized University A. C., of 
which Charlies F. Mathewson, late President 
of the Metropolitan “Association of the 
A. A. U., is amember, wiil enroll itself under 
the banner ofthe new league. The Univer- 
sity A. C. Is composed of some of the 
brightest college graduates in the city. 
An A. A. . man said that he 
did not think that the RB We 
would be hurt but added: ‘‘Something that 
looKs rather queer. though. is that many of 
the clubs ofthe A. A. U. including the New 
Yorks and Manhattans will send delegates to 
the meeting to be held at Delmonico’s. If 
these clubs were satisfied with theaA. A. U. 
and were loyal,they would certainly not send 
delegates to the meeting.’’

If 
it can,then it may boast notonly much power 
that the eye has not,but alsoevery power that 
ithas. Inits firstattempt to annex this last 
outlying province to its empire the camera 
allied itself with a device regarded, when 
first invented, as little more than a toy. 
In its famillar form the zoetrope, or 
wheel of life, consists ofa cylinder, eight to 
teninchesin width. Itis open at the top, 
and around the lower halfof the interior is 
placed a series of pictures showing, iet us 
say, ahorse inthe successive motions of a 
leapover a hurdle. These pictures are 
looked at through narrow vertical slits in the 
cylinder, the apparatus being meantime 
revolved rapidly. Before the im- 
age of the horse fn its first 
attitude has had time to fade from the retina, 
asecond image showing the next phase of 
the leap is received, and soon through the 
series. Through this effect of the persistence 
of vision,as it is termed, the impressions biend 
into continuity, so that one seems to be leok- 
ing at a horse in quick motion through theair. 
In the early days of the zoetrope its pictures 
were roughly executed wood cuts. When 
these were replaced by a succession of in- 
stantaneous photographs, much better ef- 
fects were produced. Something, however, 
was wanting. The photographs were 
taken at too wide an inter- 
val of time for their outlines to 
fuse with precision. That was the condition 
of affairs when Mr. Ecison began work on the 
kinetograph. For the preparation of its pic- 
tures he has invented a machine which takes 
hotographs on a narrow continuous strip,at 
ntervals of only one-forty-sixth of a second, 
the exposure lasting one-sixtieth ofa sec- 
ond, e images are developed by carefully 
timed machinery. When the strip is moved 
swiftly under an eye-piece, an incandescent 
lamp affording the needful light, the im- 
ression of witnessing rapid motion Is repro.- 
paced perfectly. And the most md gee ye re- 
sult is that the appearance of relief, of solid- 
ity, isunited to that of continuous move- 
ment; through the singie eye-piece all the 
effect of a sresenesope comestothe eye.

The botanist, 
too, as at Harvard, is enabled . by 
photography to compare with ease 
and readiness the tissues of plants and to 
place side by side the products of the most 
distant levels and zones.

THE NEW ASTRONOMY. 


What the Spectroscope Has Done for As- 
tronomical Science. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post- DIsPraTcn. 

The phrase ‘‘The new astronomy’’ is heard 
often nowadays. The science has been ad- 
vapced so muchand soradically during the 
past few years that it deserves this designa- 
tion to distinguish it from the older system 
of thought and investigation which prevailed 
before the spectroscope became par excel- 
lence the instrument of celestial geography. 
The wonders of the new astronomy have 
been revealed by the spectroscope, aided 
latterly by photography. By its use facts 
have been discovered which revolutionize as- 
tronomical methods. 

The strangest of all the uses to which the 
spectrosco has been put is the measure- 
ment of Velocities among fixed stars. Form- 
erly its only use was to ascertain the chem- 
ical constitution of heavenly bodies, but this 
is now one of its least important duties. 
When the place ofa “ft star’’ has been 
accurately deteymined by measurement mdde 
with the meri@ian_circie, and when, after 
the lapse of a number of years, the place 
of the same star is again determined by 
observation, it often happens that the two 
places are not identical). In ofier words 
the star has moved. ere is no such 
thing asafixed Star. But there are tome 
movements which cannot be measured by 
the telescope and meridian circle. These are 
the cases when a star happens tobe darting 
Seretty sewers the observer or directly from 
him. such casesthe telescopic metbod is 
inapplicable because the observer would not 
notice any change in the star’s ition. 
Here the spectroscope comes in to fill the va- 
cant place in the astronomer’s armory.

The introduction of the spectroscope will 
perhaps aid astronomy to solve the riddle of 
stellar motion and bring something like order 
out of the seemingly erratic motions of the 
stars. Itis known that all the starsare in 
motion. The great pyramid looked directly 
upon the spot In the heavens where the pole 
star was several thousand years ago and ft 
is supposed that it served asasort of ob- 
servatory. Inthe great dipper the motions are 
such that after some thousands of years the 
figure will disappear. There does not seem 
to beany regularity inthese stellar move- 
ments. Stars are shooting in every direction 
without any governing principle so far as 
astronomy has discovered. Many years ago 
Madler thought that the star Alcyone, one of 
the Plelades, was the center about which the 
universe revolved. But later investigations 
proved that he was mistaken. Similar spec- 
ulations concerning a rotation of the ‘‘Milky

Way’’ have also been given up. 

Still, no astronomer doubts that some law 
revuils. There may be many centers of mo- 
ion—sub-universes as it were—an infinite 

number of them—all witbin the space occu- 
pied by the universe wesee. There’ y ve 
other universes beyond the range 
where other ‘‘natural laws’’ prevail, where 
avitationis notthe regulator of motion. 
hose questions are wholly matters of specu. 
lation now, but the amazing revelation of 
the spectroscope have ar the hope that 
they can some time be answered and reduced

It’s team work 
that wins games, and if a spirit of sacrifice 
to the team’s success but pervades each in- 
dividual player, that will do more to score 
victories than all the records this side of 
sheol. What value are the records, anyway? 
Read the scoring rules and fit them into tne 
figures, official and otherwise. A base run- 
ner, luckily placed, with equal ability toone 
in a less fortunate spot inthe batting list, 
can get thirty per cent. more bases in a 
season. The value of ae records on a 
fielder’s general ability has long ago been 
dropped, else tulis and that manager 
would not have spent so much each 
year in going to see promising minor league 
record-matkers play. It has been argued in 
the past that the batting averages did givea 
true line on batting ability. Alifolly. There 
are a dozen men who are among the leaders 
in the major leagues each year, and who are 
not nearly as valuable in winning games by 
the batas men forty or fifty points below 
them inthe list. These leaders are either 
lacking in judgment or heart, or else will not 
sacrifice for the team’s sake and against 
what they consider their own benefit. The 
fact is—and records bave sharpened it—that 
a bad ball player who can hit the ball can 
oo Bonen jong as he hits, and a superb fielder 
without hitting ability has no chance.

The 
pitchers with the best records on strike-outs 
are Rusie, with an average of 5.54 
per game; Nichols, 4.88; Davies of Cleve- 
land, 4.83; Stivetts, 4.73, aad Weyhing 4.24. 
But two of these pitchers, to offset this 
effectiveness, areamongz the wildest. Stiv- 
etts gave 4.20 bases on Dalls per game and hit 
batsinen 2.91, a total of 4.49.

LOCAL SPORTING NEWS. 


RULES GOVERNING THE SPARRING AND WREST- 
LING CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

In the wrestling and sparring champion- 
ships of the W, A. A. A. the following rules 
will govern» 

Sparring—Competitors tospar in light boots 
or shoes, without spikes. The results shall 
be decided by two judges with a referee. The 
number of rounds to be contested shall be 
three, of three minutes each. In the ‘‘finals’’ 
the first two rounds will be three 
minutes each, and the fnal round 
four minutes. The interval between 
each round = shall be one minute. 


Any competitor falling to come up when 
time is calied shail lose the bout. 

When a competitor draws a bye, such com- 
petitor shall be bound to spar such bye for 
the specified time, and with such opponent 
as the judges of the contest may approve. 

Each competitor shall be entitled to the 
assistance of one person only, and no advice 
or coaching shall be given to any competitor 
by his assistant, or by any other person 
during the progress of the round. 

In all competitions the decision shall be 
given in favor of the competitor who displays 
the best style and obtains the greatest num- 
ber of points. The points shail be: For at- 
tack, direct clean hits with the karuckles of 
either hand on any part of the front or sides 
ofhead or body above the belt; defense, 
guarding, ducking, slipping, counterhitting 
or getting away. Where points are other- 
wise equal consideration to be given the man 
who does most of the leading. 

The referee may, after cautioning the 
offender, disqualify a competitor who is 
sparring unfairly, by flicking or hitting with 
the open giove, by hitting with the inside or 
butt of the hand, wrist, or elbow, or by 
wrestling or roughing. 

Wrestling, catch-as-catch-can—Any hold, 
grip, lock, or tripallowed, except strangling; 
nothing heavier than light slippers or rub- 
bers without heels allowed on the floor; both 
shoulders shall be on the fioorat the same 
time to constitute a fall; a rest of not less 


| than five nor more than ten minutes shall be 


allowed between each fall; no striking, kick- 
ing, gouging, hair-pulling, butting, stran- 
gling or anything that.endangers life or limb 
shall be allowed.

Inits first attempt to annex this last 
outlying province to its empire the camera 
allied itself with a device regarded, when 
first invented, as little more than a toy. 
In its familiar form the szoetrope, or 
wheel of life, consists ofa cylinder, eight to 
teninches in width. Itis open at the top, 
and around the lower half of the interior is 
placed a series of pictures showing, iet us 
say, ahorse inthe successive motions of a 
leapover a hurdle. These pictures are 
looked at through narrow vertical slits in the 
cylinder, the apparatus being meantime 
revolved rapidly. Before the im- 
age of the horse in its first 
attitude has had time to fade from the retina, 
asecond image showing the next phase of 
the leap is received, andsoon through the 
series. Through this effect of the persistence 
of vision,as it is termed, the impressions biend 
into continuity, so that one seems to be look- 
ing at a horse in quick motion through the alr. 
In the early days of the zoetrope its pictures 
were oughly executed wood cuts. When 
these were replaced by a succession of in- 
stantaneous photographs, much Detter ef- 
fects were produced. Something, however, 
was wanting. The photographs were 
taken at wide an inter- 
val of time for their outlines to 
fuse with precision. That was the condition 
of affairs when Mr. Ecison began work on the 
kinetograph. For the preparation of its pic- 
tures he has invented a machine which takes 
hotographs on a narrow continuous strip,at 
ntervals of only one-forty-sixth ofa second, 
the ex ure lasting One-sixtieth ofa sec- 
ond, e images are developed by carefully 
timed machinery. When the strip is moved 
swiftly under an eye-piece, an incandescent 
lamp affording the needful light, the im- 
ression of witnessing rapid motion is repro- 
uced perfectly. And the most apeptns re- 
sult is that the appearance of relief, of solid- 
ity, isunited to that of continuous move- 
ment; through the single eye-piece all the 
effect of a preveussope comestothe eye. In 
the apparatus now being completed at Mr. 
Edison’s laboratory a series of views from his 
blacksmiths’ shop is presentea. The three 
workmen are seen successively striking the 
bar of red-hot fron, and at proper intervals 
assuaging their thirst from cans of generous 
diameter. The scene, as the photog- 
pher beheld it, returns to the eye with 
the actuality of life. In his first 
model Mr. took pictures halfan inch 
square, in the next he essayed dimensions an 
inch square, and found his difficulties to be 
much greater than in the first place. In 
the stereopticon the images can be enlarged 
to life size and thrown upon a screen with as-

And here, just as 
in the hands of the artist, the gelatine film is 
avaliable for unnumbered purposes for 
which a wet plate would be out of the ques- 
tion. Take a botanist, for example. While 
a-field, gathering specimens for his collec- 
tion, he secures the portrait of a flower here, 
ofan herb there, in the full flush of life. In 
giving a true idea of a planta portrait very 
effectively supplements its shriveled 
and discolored remains. The botanist, 
too, as at Harvard, is enabled by 
photography to compare with ease 
and readiness the tissues of plants and to 
place side by side the products of the most 
distant levels and zones... Botany has a prac- 
tical as well as a strictly scientific side. 
From the Department of Agriculture at 
Washington, from State experimental 
farms, many ‘thousand seeds, cuttings 
and saplings are distributed through- 
out the Union every year. Were pho- 
tographs of specimens in new terrt- 
tory taken ay stomatically and compared at 
headquarters moch could be done toward 
learning which new species are best suited 
for particular localities. Especially would 
that be the case with trees, like the spruce, 
desirable for rapid growth as timber, or like 
the soft maple, for shade.

THE NEW ASTRONOMY. 


What the Spectroscope Has Done for As- 
tronomical Sctence. 
Written for the SUNDAY Post-DisPratTcn. 

The phrase ‘‘The new astronomy’’ is heard 
often nowadays. The science has beep ad- 
vagpced so much and soradically during the 
past few years that it deserves this designa- 
tion to distinguish it from the older system 
of thought and investigation which prevailed 
before the spectroscope became par excel- 
lence the instrument of celestial geography. 
The wonders of the new astronomy have 


been reyealed by the spectroscope, aided 
latterly by photography. By its use facts 
have been discovered which revolutionize as- 
tronomical methods. 

The strangest of all the uses to which the 
spectrosco has been put is the measure- 
ment of *elocities among fixed stars. Form- 
erly its only use was to ascertain the chem- 
ical constitution of heavenly bodies, but this 
is now one of its least portant duties. 
When the place ofa “ft star’’ has n 
accurately deteyminea by measurement mdde 
with the meri@ian_circie, and when, after 
the lapse of a number of years, the piace 
of the same star is again determined by 
observation, it often happens that the two 
places are not identical, In ofier words 
the star has moved. there is no such 
thing asafixed Star.

The introduction of the spectroscope will 
perhaps aid astronomy to solve the riddle of 
stellar motion and bring something like order 
out of the seemingly erratic motions of the 
stars. Itis known that all the starsare in 
motion. The great pyramid looked directly 
upon the spot in the heavens where the pole 
star was several thousand years ago and ft 
is supposed that it served asasort of ob- 
servatory. Inthe great dipper the motions are 
such that after some thousands of years the 
figure will disappear. There does not seem 
to beany regularity inthese stellar move- 
ments. Stars are shooting in every direction 
without any governing principle so far as 
astronomy has discovered, Many years ago 
Madler thought that the star Alcyone, one of 
the Pleiades, was the center about which the 
universe revolved. But later investigations 
proved that he was mistaken. Similar spec- 
ulations concerning a rotation of the ‘‘Milky 
Way’’ bave also been given up. 

Still, no astronomer dovbts that some law 
revuils. There may be many centers of mo- 
ion— sub-universes as it were—an infinite 

number of them—all within the space occeu- 
pied by the universe we see. There mer be 
other universes beyond the range \ours 
where other ‘‘natural laws’’ prevail, where 

avitationis notthe regulator of motion.

For it representsthe straw 
rope which the deity Futo-tama-no-mikoto 
stretched behind the Sun-goddess, Ama- 
terasu-Oho-mi-kaml, after Ame-no-ta-!ikara- 
wo-no-kaml, the god of invincibly mighty 
hands, had pulled her out—as istold inthe 
ancient myth of Shinto. And the shimenawa 
has a curious aspect in its true form, because 
made of straw pulled up by the roots which 
stick outat intervals along one side of the 
rope. 

Advancing beyond this toril,I find myself in 
asortof parkand pleasure-ground on the 
summitofahill. Thereisa small temple on 
the right, itis all closed up, andl have read 
s0 much aboutthe disappointing vaculty of 
Shinto temples that I do not regret the 
ubsence of its guardian. And I see before me 
what isinfinitely more interesting, a grove 
of cherry trees covered with something un- 
utterably beautiful, a dazzling mist of snowy 
blossoms, clinging like summer cloud-fleece 
about every branch and twig; and the ground 
beneath them and the path before me is 
white, white with the soft, thick, odorous 
snow of fallen petals. 

Beyond this loveliness are dainty flower 
pots surrounding tiny shrines, and marvel- 
oug grotto work, full of monsters, dragons 
and mythologic Deings chiseledin the rock, 
and miniature landscape work with tiny 
groves of dwarftrees, and liliputian lakes 
and microscopic brooks and bridges an 
cascades. Here also are swings for children. 
And here are belvideres, perched on the 
verge of the hill, where fromthe whole fair 
city, and the whole smooth bay, speckled 
with fishing sails no bigger than pin heads, 
and the far, faint high promontories reach- 
ing into the sea, are all visible in one dell- 
cious view, Diue penciled in anelifish sweet- 
ness of haze indescribable. 

Why should the trees be so lovely in Japan? 
With usa eye or cherry tree in flower is not 
an astonishing sight—vut here it is a miracle 
of beauty, so bewildering that however much 
you may have previously read about it, the 
real spectacle strikes you dumb. You see no 
leaveés—only one great filmy mist of petals. 
“Is it that the trees have been so long 
domesticated, petted, nourished by man in 
this land of the gods,that they have acquired 
souls,and strive to show their gratitude, 
like women loved, by making themselves 
more beautiful for man’s sake. Assuredly 
they have mastered men’s hearts by their 
loveliness, iike beautiful slaves. Their 
flowers, also, aretothem what silky dainti- 
ness and grace and gentleness and the charm 
ofyouth aretothe maidens of Japan. And 
lest wicked foreigners should wantonly 
wound them, everywhere you see the inscrip- 
tion setup: ‘itis forbidden to injure the 
trees.’’ 

*Various writers, following the opinion of the 
Japanologue Satoro, have stated that the torii was 
orjginally a bird-perch for fowls offered up to the 
gods at Shinto shrines—‘‘not as food, but to give the 
warniog of daybreak.’’ The etymology of the word 
is said to be *‘bird-rest’’ by some authorities. but 
Aston, the Japanese grammarian, derives it from 
words which would give simply the meaning of a 
TY ta Bee Chamberiain’s ‘‘Things Japanese,’

Ali at 
once Cha nalts in before the steepest and 
lofulest ht of temple steps I have ever 
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But the priest, sliding back screen 
after screen, poursin light upon the gilded 
brasses and the inscriptions,and I look for 
the image of the Deity or presiding spirit be- 
tween the altar groups of convoluted candel- 
abra. AnalIsee only a mirror, a round, pale 
disc of polished metal and my own face 
therein, and behind this mockery of me a 
phantom of the far sea. 

Only a mirror! Symbolizing what? Illu- 
sion?—or that the Universe exists for us only 
as the reflection of our own souls, a measure- 
less phantasm created by our own hopes 
and fears, a sea-shadowing of ghostly 
waves of birth and death, sun-kissed or 
darkened by bliss or pain? I Know not. 
There is none to tell me. 

Aslsit on the temple steps, putting on 
my shoes preparatory to going, the kind old 
priestapproaches me again, and, bowing, 
presents a bowl. I hastily drop some coins in 
it—imaginingitto bea Buddhist alms bowl, 
before discovering it to be full of hot water. 
Butthe old man’s beautiful courtesy saves 
me from feeling allthe grossness of my mis- 
take. Withouta word, and still preserving 
his kindly smile, he takes the bowlaway; 
and, returning presently with another bowl, 
empty, fills it with hot water from a little 
kettle and makes a sign to me to drink. 

I find it very refreshing, this hot water. At 
other templesiI have usually been offered tea— 
butthis lonesome littleshrine is very, very 
poor. As I descend the winding steps to the 
roadway I seethe good old hierophant look- 
ing after me,and I hear once more his hollow 
cough.

WEARING THE LEEK. 


The Custom Is Said to Have Had Its 
Origin in Battle. 
Written for the SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPATCH. 

The origin of wearing the leek by the 
Welch, on the ist of March, is ascribed to 
several causes. John Brady, in his ‘‘Clavis 
Calendaria’’ (1818), says: ‘‘The custom of 
wearing the leekon St. David’sdayis de- 
rived from St. David, who caused the Britons 
under King Cadwallader to distinguish them- 
selves from their enemies during a great bat- 


tle, wherein they conquered the Saxons by 

virtue of his prayers and that regculation.’’ 
In number 1977 of the‘‘ Harleian MSS’’ (1700), 

there is the following, confirmatory of the 

above assertion: 

I like the leeke above all herbes and flowers, 

When we first wore the same the field was ours. 

The leek is white and greene, whereby is ment 

That Britaines are both stout and eminent; 


Next to the lion and the unicorn, 
The leeke’s the fairest emb)ym that is worne. 

It is affirmed in the ‘*Royal Aputhegms’’ of 
King James I. (1584), he states that: ‘‘The 
Welchmen ih commemoration of the great 
fight by the Black Prince of Wales, do wear 
leeks as their chosen ensign.’’ Shakspeare, 
bowever, seems to destroy the theory ad- 
vanced by the king. In ‘*‘hing Henry V.,’’ 
where by force Fluellen compels pistol to eat 
aleek., andafterthe actis finished Fluellen 
goes away leaving Gower toconsole Pistol, 
Gower then calls Pistol ‘‘Counterfelt coward- 
y knave. Will you mock atanancient tra- 

ition, begun upon an honorable aspect, and 
worn asa memouorable trophy of predeceased 
valor, and dare not avouch ip your deeds any 
of your words?’’ Now the fight to which the 
king refers in his ‘‘Apothegms’’ occurred 
only about sixty years previous to the battle 
of. Agincourt, and certainly Shakspeare 
would not refer toa period of little more than 
halfa céntury before, as ‘‘an ancient tradi- 
tion,’’ therefore the originof wearing the 
leek must be of an earlier date. 

I find inan old magazginea contribution on 
this subject, evidently written by an anti- 

uary and student, in which he rejects the 
theory that wearing leeks on St. David’s da 
originated at the battle between the Welc 
Saxons, He thinks it more probable that 
leeks were’ a Druidical symbol employed in 
honor of the British Ceudven or Ceres. He 
thinks that the Druids were a branch of the 
Phenician priesthood. Both were addicted 
to oak worship; and during the funeral rites 
of Adonis, at Byblos, leeks and onions were 
exhibited in *‘ pots with other vegetables and 
Called the gardens of that deity.’’ The leek 
was worshbi at Ascalon [woenns the mod- 
ern term of Scallions), as it was in Egypt. 
Leeks were also deposited in the sacred chests 
ofthe mysteries of isis, and Ceres, the Ceud- 
ven of the- Druids. Leeks are among the 
bieroglyphics; sometimes a leek is on the 
head of Osiris; and at other times grasped in 
an extended hand. 

In Poor Robin's Almanac (1757) are these 
Unes, under March: ;

The beliefis current in Italy, 
and now amounts toa conviction, that the 
policy of Leo XIII’s successor will be particu- 
larly directed to maintain the equity ofa res- 
storation of some part ofthe former papal 
independence in Rome, and that a revolt 
against the present state of things will arise 
after the next pope is installed. This belief 
jJustines faith in the coming ascendency of 
the Ultramontanes, 

VV hen Leo dies and the necessity presents 
itself of choosing some onein his place, the 
voice of thechurch in foreign lands will be 
audible to any important degree in France 
only, for that country Is alone in the posses- 
sion of any really forcible outside clerical in- 
fluence {In the Roman conclave. 

Rome for the Romans is‘the motto of the 
Italian clerics. They have had the pileall to 
themselves forso long that they have no in- 
tention of allowing outsiders to stepin at 
this late day to cheat them out of their birth- 
right—the offices, the spoils,and the power. 
When we see the American pope the prophets 
have so generously assured us of, and whom 
wearea unitin desiring to see, the Itailan 
Cardinals will, I feel confident, be suffering 
from much colder weather than tbat towhich 
they are accustomed.

Ultramontanism is the force which must 
be primarily considered as bearing upon the 
question of papel succession, because iInits 
most radicaland its more moderate form it 
stillrepresents the controlling influences of 
Vatican policy. Ofthe three Cardinals, Pa- 
rocci, Monaco and Battagline,who are looked 
upon in Rome as the most probable candi- 
dates for the distinction of the triple crown, 
two are Ultramontanes. These are Lucido 
Maria Parocchi and Raffaele Monaco, Pa- 
rocchiis somewhat a type of the Pope of 
songand story, whose supposed rennial 
enjoyment of ‘ta happy life’’ has furnished 
certain lyrists of the past with inspiration 
for their poetical talents. Rotund and jolly 
in his physical aspect, a careful discrimina- 
tion as to the observance of ascetic rules of 
life and a liberal interpretation of their prac- 
tical application, have saved him from pre- 
senting the worn and threadbare appearance 
with which we are all famillar in the 


same. 

This is the cheerful prospect held out by a 
French ore which has just issued a 
prospectus of the ‘‘Jaffa & Jerusalem Rail- 
way Co.’’ Tne road was begun in April, 1890, 
and they have pushed iton rapidly. The dis. 
tance is a fraction over fifty four. miles. The 
rails, ‘‘sleepers,’’ three locomotives and 
forty-eight freight cars are already delivered 
at Jaffa. 

Themas Cook, the cosmopolitan Cicerone 
has managed hitherto fully nine-tenths of 
travelin the Holy Land. The method of 
transportation from Jaffa to Jerusalem, as 
arranged by Cook, isan ox-wagon or landaus. 
You pay your money and take your choice, 
The difference in the tariff between the two is 
$15 or $20. 

The unfortunate pilgrim tothe Holy Land 
was journeyed in this way, beginning his dis- 
comforts in effecting a landingat Jaffa. The 
sea is very shallow on the coast of Palestine 
and at Jaffa everything, passengers included, 
has tobe taken off the ship in small ts, 
which put out to it for this purpose. 

Jaffa, until quite recently, wasa nasty little 
town of 12,000 Inhabitants and with no Del- 
monico in the place. Now it isa nasty little 
town of 380,000, which shows that selling 
oranges and olives hasa good effect on the 
census. 

Palestine is nothing if not hilly, and the 
jaunt to the Sacred City is a bit ofa jolt. Oc- 
casionally the road is rutty, and the wheels 
dig down Into the landscape as if they were 
agriculturists in a new land.

ures. Thecastle of St. Angelo was before us, 
and there it was Belisarius once beat back the 
Goths.

Another turn, and we were before the 
Cathedral, the long parenthetical colonnades 
on either land, the mass of the building con- 
cealing the dome. The approach to St. Peter’s 
must be the finest in the world, unless that 
of the Capitol at Washington exceeds at —I 
mean the approach from Pennsylvania 
avenue. The front of St. Peter’s 
has been pictured until all civilized 
creatures on the European and American 
continents know how it looks. The. front 
view at first is less magnificent than I had 
anticipated and the approach had an‘ unex- 
pone gradueur. I fancy the facade should 

loftier to perfect the harmony, but I do 
not wish to be understood to be criticising or 
complaining,and I hope it will not be thought 
impertinent to becandid about impressions, 
though to the learned and artistic they may 
seem crude. The obelisk, crowned th the 
bronze cross, isatthe central point of the 
space/inclosed by the colonades that frame 
the massive picture. On theright Is the huge 
palace of the Vatican, with its 10,000 rooms 
and treasures of priceless art, and the resi- 
dence of the Popes. The masters who han- 
dled this great subject did not mean that 
the Vatican buildings should be obvtrusive. 
They hadtobe extensive, but the require- 
ment was that we should not rival in ar- 
chitectural attractiveness the sacred edifice. 
They are simple and modest as possibile, con- 
sidering their bulk. The slopes and steps by 
which you reach St. Peter’s are easy; and as 
you reach the doors the gigantic proportions 
ofall around you become more and more 
clear. Youlifta heavy curtain of worked 
leather, andenter. Theeffect is startiing— 
not so muchthat the scene is one of stu- 
pendous a oat yy as because it is so 
brilliant. Iknewthe edifice was enormous, 
but had no conception of the splendors of its 
marbles, its mosaics, its cellings, itg tombs 
its altars. Volumes have been and may we 
be written of these. | 

May I confess, without an admission. of 
utter incapacity, that the Sistine Chapel fsa 
disappointment? The work of Michael Angelo 
may be the grandest that mortal has accom- 
plished, but either the light Is very bad, or 
there is some trouble with my sight or faculty 
of comprehension. If he handles the Supreme 
Being reverentially, I cannot see that.

hat in the light in which I saw it the resem- 
blance to a faded chromo was forced upon 
me? It be regarded as of- 
fensive, mean that it 
should be so, if I offer the hint that the 
introduction of the Edisun incandescent 
light into the chapel would bring out the hid- 
den beauties and the grandeur, for which we 
have pow to rely upon the Illuminating power 
of the imagination. The Raphael frescoesand 
paintings on canvas are not So disappointing 
as the great works of his only rivai, but his 
céllings would hardly warrant the almost di. 
vine reputation that has been accorded to 
him. Still there is the unmistakable glow of 
genius in his touch, and 1 would rather take 
off my hat when I see his work than before 
some other things that are accounted far 
holier. The Vatican paintings were not an 
uDmingled delight, andthe Papal guard at 
the entrance did not present an appearance 
absolutely tidy, let alone warlike and pictur. 
esque. While on duty they should not lounge, 
They need smartening up.

PRINCES’ DEATHS. 


The Unhappy Ends That Have Lately Be- 
falien Heirs to European Thrones.

The recent death of the young Duke of Clar- 
ence has called attention to the sad fate of 
many of the heirs to European thrones dur- 
ing the pastcentury. The young son of Louls 
AVI. died at the age of 11 from the cruel treat- 


ment inflicted upon him by his republican 
jalilers. The son of Napoleon the Great 
ended his days in exile at Vienna at the age 
of21. The Count de Chambord, the hope 
and representative of the older Hne of the 
Bourbon kings of France, died in a foreign 
land, having passed his long life of half a 
century inexile. The handsome and pupu 
lar Duke of Orleans, the eldest son of Louls 
Philippe, came to an untimely end by leaping 
from his carriage while his horses were run- 
ning away, and with him perished the last 
chance ofthe establishment of the line of 
Orieans upon the throne. The Princess 
Charlotte, daughter of George IV. 
of England and heiress to the 
crown, died in early womanhood 
inchild bed. Thetwo daughters of William 
IV., either of whom, had she survived, 
would have reigned over England tn place of 
Queen Victoria, each Lved only a few 
months. The death of the young Prince Im- 
perial, the son of Napoleon III., by the 
spear ofa savagein Zulu land, Is not yet for- 
gotten. Nelther is the tragic end of the 
Archduke Rudolphe, Prince Imperial of 
Austria, nor the regretted demise of the 
youthful Prince Baldwin, son of the heirto 
the’'throne of Belgium. The two sons ofthe 
King of the Netherlands both died in the 
prime of life, leaving only their fragile little 
sister toinheritthe crownof Holland, The 
death by consumption at Nice of the elder 
brother ofthe present Czar of Russia was 
one of the melancholy royaltragedies of the 
hour, and the more so, aslike the Duke of 
Clarence, his betrothal toa falr young prin- 
cess had just taken place. The Princess 
Dagmar became the wife of his younger 
brother and is now the Empress of 
Russia. The father of the present 
King of Portugal had an elder brother who 
died before he came to the throne. The only 
son of the present King and Queen of Bel. 
gium, the direct heir to the crown, was taken 
from them by along wasting malady while 
he was stilla child. 

They are not fortunate, these young heirs 
to the grandeurs of this world. And more 
than ever by the untimely end of 
the Duke of Clarence is the imprudence 
of the delay in marrying the future 
sovereigns of Europe gy 
manifested. He was just 28 when he died, 
Had his marriage, in accordance with past 
customs in the royal houses of Europe, taken 
place as soon as soon as possible after his 
coming of age, he wouldin all probability 
have been succeeded in his regailrights by a 
child of his own. As it is, his 
brother Prince George, himself unmar- 
ried and not yet entirely recovered from the 
attack of typhoid fever .which came 
near carrying him off a few 
weeks ago, takes his place in 
line of succession. The Prince of Wales, it 
is said, intends, if he comes to the throne, to 
be known as Edward VII., and the deceased 
Duke, had he succ@eded him, would conse- 
quently have been Edward VIII. His pres- 
ent heirin the fuliness of time will ascend 
the throne as George V. So the fierce old 
epigram on the Georges that declared, 

When from earth the Fourth descended, 

God be praised, the Georges ended! 
appears to be controverted by this recent 
decree of fate. The French press and people 
have acted ina most courteous and sympa- 
thetic manner towards the bereaved royal 
family of England. No undue amount of 
Republican prejudices has prevented the 
Parisians, from President Carnot down, from 
manifesting a very genuine degree of regret 
and sympathy. Undoubtedly the popularity 
of the Prince of ‘Walesin Paris has a good 
deal to do with the popular manifestations of 
feeling concerning the untimely death of his 
eldest son.

George Ebers’ Latest Novel of Roman and 
Alexandrian Life. 
Translated for the *uNDAY PostT-DISPATCH. 

George Ebers’ latest novel, ‘‘Per Aspera,** 
is worthy of his fame, It cannot but leavea 
lasting impression on the mind of the reader, 
abounding as it does with some of the pro- 
foundest studies of ancient life, thought and 
emotion.
